TAKE HEEDE OF FOW- 
LERS PSALTER, GIVEN 
By Tho. Sampſon. 


T hath ben alwayes the man- 
ner of ſuch as do departe from 
the trueth and faith which is in 
Chꝛiſt Jeſus onely, and do be« 
take them ſelues to the errour, 
and vntruch of their owne chopſe, and are ſets 
led therein, their manner hath ben, and is (J 
ſap) to inuente and deuiſe ſuch pꝛoper thinges 
as mape ſerue to induce other men to like of 
that which they doe, and by litle and litle to 
dꝛaw them to become like to them ſelues. And 
to this ende they doe vſe co paint their owne 
foule doinges with faire coulours : fo they 
thinke if they ſhoulde at the firſt openly ſhowe 
that groſenes which is in their errour, they 
ſhoulde dꝛiue all men from them rather then 
allure any to them. And therfoze they do make 
a choiſe of goodly woꝛdes, and do ſet the ſame 
as cloſely as they can vpon their errour, be- 
cauſe they woulde by a ſhewe of that which is 


o Beware the Pſalter 
good, dectaue men the moze teadily, and dzaw 
them to their euill. So many olde Heretiques 
did in their hereſie retaine the name of Jeſus 
Chziſt , and vnder that moſt holy name they 
did hyde all their poyſon. They did ſpeake 
ſome good thinges, and cited alſo ſome ſenten · 
ces of holy Scripture, vnder theſe good co⸗ 
uers to conuepe their errours into the mindes 
of men. Likewiſe do the Papiſts now . They 
haue aud hold foz the couer of their filthes and 
abhominacions the names of God, of Chziſt, 
of Jeſus,of the Church,of the ſpirit, of cruth, 
of Catholike, and what not? But all theſe they 
dovſe, but as a ſconſe tu deteaue, and vnder 
theſe faire titles to dzawe ſimple ſoules into 
their filth. Thep haue herecofoze foughte fo} 
them ſelues in this lande with fire and (wozde 
feircely : but when that tpzannte was, as now 
it is, ouerturned, thzough Gods great mercy 
towardes vs, bleſſed be his name fo? it, by the 
molt mercyfull andmilde gouernement of our 
gratious ſoueraine Queene Elizaberh, whoſe 
life ambg vs reigne ouer vs. God almighty 
pꝛoſper and pꝛolonge: Thep ſoughte a while 
to holde # maintaine their owne with bookes 
and mitinges full of foz and of furiouſe 
ſpeaches.thzeates,# curſed ſpeakinges. They 
haueaiſo aan — agatnt 


| into their hands that gouernment which once 
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they had, and now they haue loſe, Jn which 
deſire they haue ben, and are, as deſperately 
ſet, as any cruell tyꝛaunte euer was,02 can be. 
And though our good God hetherto hath of 
his moſt gratious diſappointed them 
of all their purpoles ( bleſſed be his name foz 
it) yet they do ſtill biggly bꝛeath foozth blood, 
and flaughters, and ceaſenot, Fo2 euen at 
this day, they do by libells and letters cheats 
ten our ruine, and blowe fooꝛth their owne 
triumphe. And herein they are ſo fozewarde, 
that they do name the perſons which ſhalbe 
(they ſape) their captatnes. They aſſigne the 
time in which they ſhall reigne ouer vs: they 
ſhall floziſhe, we ſhall ſmoake, oʒ elſe their ka- 
lender fapleth them, pea they do note the men 
almoſt by name whom they haue appointed to 
the ſlaughter, and thus they do blowe vp the 
trumpette of their triumphe, but befoze the 
victozp thankes be co God. Surely we do not 
fearethem at all, but we do feare God, whoſe 
iuſt math we do pz0uoke,by out vnholp hand- 
ling of his moſt holy Golpel. This,this is it, 
that doth moſt feare vs, foz by this we know, 
that we do deſerue that he ſhoulde once againe 
ſcourge vs with the whippes of cheſe Popiſh 
Philiſtines. But we do pꝛay him, that he will 
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haue mercy on vs, euen fo his owne goodness 


ſake. Foz he is kinde, mercyfull, and ſiowe to 
wꝛath, yea he ſayth of him ſelfe, //a: 27. Anger 
is not in me. Map it pleaſe him therefoze to 
giue vs the grace to be at peace, ⁊ at one with 
bim, we care not then, though all the Pa- 
piſtes in the wozlde,, and all the Deuills in 
bell, do ſette them ſelues againſt vs. UWlhileſt 
they fume r freatte at vs, we learne to beleeue 
that goodnes of þ Lozd which foz our comfoze 
be doth lape foorth , I/, 48. where he ſapth: 
For my names iake 1 will differ my wrath, & 
for my praiſe | wil reſtraine it from thee, that 
I cutte thee not of, for mine owne ſake, will I 
do it. And we humblp pꝛay as they did Jer. 14. 
VVe acknowledge o Lorde our wickednes 
and the iniquities of our fathers, for we haue 
ſinned againſt thee: Doe not abhorre vs for 
thy names ſake: caſt not downe the throne 
> Hs glory: remember, and breake not thy 
couenaunt with vs, And to this alſo we truſt, 
that he will haue aneye now, as euer he hath 
had, to his enemies, and cutte them ſhozte of 
their purpoſe, accozding to his owne good 
pleaſure, that they do not triumphe ouer hun: 
t ſo we know that God, as he is able, ſo he wil 
deale againſt them foz vs. Oe doch bid vs not 
to feare man whoſe bzeath is in his _ 

0} 
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Fo? wherein is he co be eſteemed? Oe biddech 24.04.16, 

vs not to feare them, which can but kill the 
body, but to feare him, who when be hath kil- 
led the bodie, bath power to caſt the ſoule in · 
to euerlaſting fire, Notwithſtanding all the 
bigge # bzaue bzagges which Papiſts make, 
it ſeemeth that all chinges as pet do not come 
about, to ſerue the turne ſo roundly as they 
woulde, and therefoze in the meane time they 
do content them ſelues, to take a lower courſe, 
and will by culloz of pzaper, creepe into our 

boſomes. But the Apoſtle ſapeth that the de · 2. cer. 11, 
uill can turne him ſelfe into the faſhion of an 
Ang ell of lighte: And there foze it is no great 
* thinge though his miniſters tranſloꝛme them 
ſelues as though they were the miniſters of 
richteouſnes, but thetr ende ſhalbe accozding 
to their woꝛkes. By libells at Orfozd , and 
bulls from Rome, they bzeath out che furye 
of their conceaued malice , and ſudenly they 
chaunge their mode, into their kind of pꝛayer. 
Thep do now herein, as their kinge the Pope 
hath dont hertofoze againſt vs. The laſt Pope 
Pius thundzed out a bull of his curriſh cenſure 
againſt our good Queene Elizabeth, to turne 
her out of her ropall tate, and life, and after 
that he ſent into England cloſelp a meſſenger 
whole name (as Docto Saunders telleth va) 
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14 Beware the Pſalter 
is Nicolas Morton, by office a pʒieſt, a meett 
officer foʒ ſuch a Pope i; purpoſe. This man 
was ſence to follow that Popiſh bull, and he 

did it ſo freaſhly, that thereon did follow a re» 
bellion in the Nozth partes of this lande. But 

God almightie quenched this fire in his moſt 
riche mercy, The rebells ranne their country. 
Pope Pius by death is picked ouer » pearche: 
Dur Queene Elizabeth both (till holde her 
place, thankes be to God, ; reigneth in Godly 
quietnes : © Lozd graunt that ſhe may longe 

ſo do. Pope Gregorie that now is,ſeeing this 
roughe attempt of his pzedeceſſo2 haue ſo euil 
ſucces, chaungeth the courſe of his Popiſhe | 
pꝛoceading, and hath nome ſente by his ſup- , 
poſtes certain bulls into England, in which 
he pꝛomiſeth full remiſſion of ſinnes to them 
which after that diſſemblcd devotion which 
he putteth downe, ſhal pꝛay foz the conuerſton 
of Englande ( he ſayeth, ) to the Catholicke 
fapth, but he doecthmeane the peruertion of 
Englande from the true Chziſttan faith, into 
that filthe and faiſehoode ol the Romich erroz. 
Thus the Popes are cũtt̃t to fall from armes, 
fighting and curſing , to faire pzomiſes flatte- 
ry, and pꝛaping. But J truſt Engliſh men 
fo2 whoſe pleaſure the Pope wil ſecme to haut 
bzought foozth this bull, haue learned — g

wiſedome in the Goſpell of God then now ta 
be made calues bp ſuch a Popiſh bull. In like 
manner our Louaniſtes, hauing ſpente ( as it 
ſeemeth) the greateſt parte of their common 
ſhotte at vs, but in vaine (thankes be co God) 
beginne to allure vs to like of them by tea- 
ching vs co pzape. But we haue already lear« 
ned to pzaye of the beſt ſchoolemaiſter chat 
euer was, is, 02 ſhalbe , euen of our Lozd Jes 
ſus Chiift .

What meane theſe men ſo farre to foꝛgette 
them ſelues that they do now com mend to the 
Reader but theſe chꝛee manner of Pſalters?

Dauid contepning 1 50. Pſalmes we do ac 
knowledge to be deliuered to vs by the ſpirite 
of God foꝛ our comtoꝛte and inſtruction. Foz 
Marc. 12. Chiilt Jeſus himſelfe teacheth vs, chat Dauid 
in his Pſalnes doth ſpeake inſpired by the 
bely Ohoſt. And therfoze with all humblenes 
al harte and reuerfce, we do receaue the ſame 
as a booke of holy Scripture delivered to vs 
as other bookes of the holp Scriptire are, 
euen by Ood him ſelfe. We do not receaue it 
as a Pſalter giuen to vs by the Papiſtes:Fo2 
it is no Pſalcer of theirs, although it pleaſeth 
them nome in the accompte of Pſalters , to 
matche it with theirs, to make vp their packe 
of Plalters. But what are theſe other two 
Pſalcers of which they tell vs? Who hath 
blowen them foozth into the wozld ? Let them 
tell vs alſo why they do not adde to this nom- 
ber of Pſalters,thoſe which their fozefathers 
haue heretofoze publiſhed as Pſalters to the 
wozlde in pzinte? Be they now aſhatned of 
them ? ſo map they be of this. They pꝛinted 
at Patris a Primer anno 155 4. in the 1 60, 
leafe of that booke they do giue vs an other 
Plalter which they do there call, The Pſalter 
of Saint Hierome, and they do in their Ru- 


bricke there tell vs, foz how many purpoſen

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good (if we will beletue them) the ſame fal · 
ter was pꝛinted. In the ſame booke alſo Fol. 
125 they tell vs howe S. Bernard was on a 
time in his pꝛayers, and the deutl ſayd to him, 
IJ know chat there be certaine verſes in the 
Plalcer , who that doth ſape them dayly ſhall 
nat peariſhe, fo: he hall haue knowledge of 
the daye that he ſhall dye, but the feinde (ſaye 
they) woulde not ſhewe them to S. Bernard, 
Then ſapd S. Bernard , I ſhall ſayedaply the 
whole Plalter. The teinde conlidering that 
S. Bernard ſhould do ſo much p2ofit to labour 
ſo, he ſhewed him the verſes there following, 
This is their Rubricke in that plate, in which 
might be noted many thinges , which now 
paſſe over. As firſt, that thedeuill is buſie to 
daſill men in p2ayer . Againe that this was a 
packe of verſes bounde together by the deuill 
him ſelfe : An handſome petce of woꝛke be ye 
ſure. And thus he doth now buſte him ſelfe,by 
this newe founde Plalter to plape his olde 
pꝛanckes. But why be not theſe verſes thus 
packed together called S. Bernard his Plal- 
ter, as well as his verſcs and why be they 
not ioyned together as one Pſalter, with that 
other Pſalter of S. Hierome, to incttaſe the 
number of Þſalters ? Fo2 ſo mighte our Pa- 
piſts peeld vaco vs moze Pla — thiee,

They mape know alſo if they will, how that 
ſame their ſeraphicall doctoꝛ S. Bonauenture 
did moſt ſhametully cozrupte the moſt holy 
Pſalter of Dauid, chaunging thzough the 
whole Pſalter the name of Lorde into Ladye 
to turne his reader from the Loꝛd God, whom 
the pꝛophet David pzaifſed, and to whom he 
p2aped, vnto d Uirgin Mary as his ſouerain. 
The booke is in p2inte , and therefoze J leaue 
it to the veiw of them who luſt to ſee ſuch coꝛ · 
rupte Popiſh blaſphemies. But how happe- 
neth it nom, that our Papiſtes do make no ac⸗ 
compte of that Pfalter, to be a Pſalter? True- 
Ip as full of filth and blaſphemp as it ts, yet is

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tem vero ip ſus ignoras: that is, thou haſt onely 
the woꝛde 02 voice , but the vertue oz power 
thereof thou doeſt not know. It is one thing 
to pzonounce the woꝛde, and an other to vn- 
derſtand and feele the vertue and power noted 
by that woꝛd. This, this giueth life and there · 
foze to ſpeake of Jeſus with vnderſtãding and 
ſenſe of that life and ſaluatiũõ which Telus doth 
giue, is ſuch a thing as the holy Ghoſt doch 
wozke in the elect alone, whereof the Apo- 
ſtle ſapeth 1. Cor. 1 2. No man can ſaye that 
Jeſus is the Loꝛde, but by the holy Ghoſt, Tf 
we ſaye the Loꝛd Jeſus truely, we are taught 
ſotodo by the holy Ghoſt, foz it anely doth 
frame our tongues to make a true confeſſion 
of the Lozd Jeſus, and of the ſaluation which 
by faith we do feele in our hartes that we haue 
by him: It teacheth vs to ſpeake of Jeſus not 
in bare ſpeache alone, but waping what we 


ſap,as Hierom noteth in theſe woꝛdes: 7 amen Hijmrm.in 
hoc ip ſum dicere non ſermone ſed affettn cordis oel. a. 


eſt ponderandum , that is, this ſaying is to be 
wayed with, and in affection of harte, not in,o2 
with bare ſpeach. Otherwiſe many haue vſed 
this name Teſus, and pꝛonounced it, but euill, 
and to their owne hurte. We do reade of cer- 
teine vagabounde coniurers which tooke in 
— ua 3 
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the name ol the Low Jeſus, ſaying: We do 
adiure pou by Jclus whom Paule pꝛeacheth. 
They abuſed the name of Jeſus , they did not 
vnderſtande the vertuc and power of Jeſus, 
Though they did pꝛonounce the wozd Jeſus, 
pethad they not faith in Jeſus no? feeling of 
his power and ſauing health. They fpake not 
of Jeſus by the holy Ghoſt, and in true vnder⸗ 
ſtanding, and they did ſpcede thereakter: Fo 
the cull ſpirite aunſwered them: Jeſus Jac⸗ 
knowledge, and Paule I know, but who are 
pe? Thus were theſe coniurers dztuen awape, 
beaten and wounded cuen by the euill ſpirite, 
whom they thought to haue dziuen awape by 
pꝛonouncing the name Jeſus, You mape ſee 
that coniurers, and the deuill him ſelfe can 
name and pꝛonounce the name of Jeſus , and 
pet are no whitte the better fo2 ſo doing. It is 
not therefoze the bare pꝛonouncinge of the 
name, that doth pzofic at all, as by this exam- 
ple is to be ſeene. We do alloreade of a cer- 
teine ſoꝛcerer that made him ſelfe ſo boulde of 
this name Jeſus,that he called him ſelſe Bar- 
ieſus as though he were che very man of ſalua« 
tion. And pet did this w2ctched man withſtand 
ſo much as he coulde the doctrine of Jeſus 

2eached by Paule, and ſought to turne others 
from the faith , and labozed to peruerce the 
ſtraight 
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Chziſt him ſelfe fozwarned to take heede of 
ſuch as ſhall abuſe and counterfeit his name to 
deceaue and ſeduce vs, beleeue them not ſayth 
Chzift. Suche a company of counterfeits are 
in Poperie. Foz in it they haue their bzothcr: 
hoodes of Jeſus , their feaſtes of the name of 
Jeſus, their pardons of Jeſus, their Haſſle of 
the ſame, mattens howꝛes and even ſong of it. 
And of late dayes the Papiſts haue hatched 
and bꝛought fooꝛth a ſwarine of ſuch vermine 
as call them ſelues leſuires , whoſe trauell is 
like to that of Barieſu, that is, to petuerte the 
right wapes of the Loꝛde Teſus, to turne men 
from the true vnderſtanding of the vertue and 
power of Jeſus. To this purpoſe be they ſent 
foo2th to carrye men from hearckening to the 
Golpell of Jeſus,and from beleeuing truly in 
Jeſus , and pet they be called Jeſuites, under 
this faire name to wozke their feate, that is to 

ſeduce men and leade them from Jeſus. They 
are enemies to Jeſus, to his doctrine, power, 
t lauing health, as both by their name, doing 
and doctrine is pꝛoued at large, by that lear · 
ned w2iter of our age Martin Kemnitius, And 
tuen ſo to their new found pſalter, is the name 
of Jeſu by them added, but as a ſnare whereby 
the pſalter maker woulde dzawe his reader 


ſraight waye ofthe Loꝛde. We are by Jeſus 1 24. 
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from the truth of Jeſu into the puddle of po» 
perie. It map be matuailed greatly that Pa- 
piſtes dare thus boldly and impudently abuſe 
the name of Jeſus, the name of our bleſſep 
God and Sauiour. aue they no conſcience of 
bzeaking Gods commaundement ? 7 ho ſbalt 
not take the name of the Lorde thy God in vame, 
for the Lorde will not holde him giltles that ta- 
heth his name in vame , Though now they do 
not feare to committe the faulte , yet (hall they 
not eſcape but by a true verdicte be founde 
guilty of it befoze God, Foz to take his name, 
to confirme a falſhoode, is to take his name in 
baine,and to bzeake his commaundemẽt. But 
thus do they now take the name of che Lozde 
Jeſus, therefoze lette Papiſtes holde vp their 
bandes and aunſwere guiltie, oz not guilt ie? 
if chep pleade, not guilcte, they ſhall abide the 
triall befoze God by his lawe , and then they 
wilbe founde guiltie. I know it will gricue 
them to be thus charged, but if any of them 
do thinke them ſelues to be ouercharged here · 
in, lette them tell vs truely who made them ſo 
bolde to applie the holy name of Jeſus to their 
owne deuiſes, to their Paſſes, pardons , bꝛo⸗ 
therhoodes and ſuch trumperie. oz to call cheir 
ſectaries leſuites, 02 to call this their new de- 
uiſe, the pſalterof Jeſu?did Jeſus Chziſt euer 


giue 
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giue them commiſſion thus to bſe his name ? 
dz did he ener make this pſalter ? Lette them 
thew this by the holy Scriptures. If he did 
not, then lette them tell vs if any of his Apo- 
les 02 diſciples did make this pſalter, o2 did 
deliuer this pſalter to vs, and did tell vs on 
their creadite that it was the pſalter of Jeſus? 
If neither Chziſt Jeſus him ſelfe noz any of 

| his Apoſtles, no} diſciples did deliuer this 
| plalter to vs, from whom then did it come? 
| who did make it? who can aſſure vs that it is 
as they (aye, the pſalter of leſu ? ho was (o 
bolde wich the name of the L ozd Jeſus, to put 

it to this pſalter as though it were made by 

* Jeſus? We know that there haue ben ſome 
olde deceauers which haue publiſhed their 
owne foꝛgeries in the name of Jeſus, as there 
haue bene alſo manye double dealers which 
haue foyſted out their falſhoodes vnder the 
name of good men which haue bene of greate 
treadite in the Church of God. Surely our 
Papiſtes coulde not haue picked out a mo2e 
glozious name then is this name of Jeſu, vn- 

der which they mighte haue ſecte foo2th this 
their new founde plalter . But this to do is to 

the authoꝛs thereof a thing moft daungerdus. 

Fo ttmaketh them guiltie of taking the glo⸗ 

s Trious name of Jeſus in vaine, and ſhewerh

S. Paule intreating Philip. a. hom 
the Loꝛde of glozie Jeſus Ch iſt did foz our 
lake, humble him ſelfe and became obediente 
co the death euen the death of the croſſe, ſayth 
alſo, that now God hath highly exalted him, 
and giuen him a name, aboue eucry name, that 
at the name of leſu cuery knee (houlde bowe 
ol thinges in heauen and thinges in carth, and 
i; thinges vnder the earch, and that cuery tonge 
Ghoulde confes that Jeſus Chziſt is the Loꝛde 
| vnto the glozieof God the father. Thus doth 
1 the holy Apoſtle teach, that God hath giuen 
[| to Jeſus a name, a dignitie and power aboue ' 
all names, dignities, and powers. Fo? all 
power in heauen and carth is giuen vnto him. 
He is lo aboue all, that they all muſt bowe the 
Hicren. in knee at the name of Jeſus which as Hierom

P38 ſequinm pertinet : doth not pertaine to the 
winge of the knee of the bodie, but it per⸗ 
ö ſ eth to the ſubiection ofthe mind, the bow- 
14 inge ol the ſoule , and obedience ol the harte, 
| fo2 all muſt obep him and be ſubiect co Jeſus, 
to che will, maieſtie # power of Jeſus Chziſft. 
Dichence this glozie is due and to be giuen ca 
our 
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„ dur Lowe Teſus and to his glozious name, 


howe dare Papiſtes be thus bolde tovſe and 
abuſe it, to filthie ſectes of their owne ſetting 
fooꝛth, to bꝛotherhoodes, to pardons, ſeaſtes, 
Maſſes, mattens, pſaltets # ſuch like thinges 
as they deutſe them (claes ? vnder that mot 
holy name to gette creadice to their falſhoodes 
and ſale to their marchaundiſe. Now we Chzi- 
ſtians do know by the dotngs and pzeachings 
of Jeſus, which are ſette foo2th vnto vs by the 
moſt true witneſſes of him, that is by his holy 
Apoſtles and diſciples, we do by their witnes 
perceaue , that Jeſus made no ſuch bzothers 
hoodes , feaſtes , Paſſes , mattens , howes, 

ardons, no ſuch pſalters, ſoꝝ if 
be had, they woulde haue made ſome mention 
of them. Yea and by the comparing of that 


which they did truely wzite of Jeſu, with theſe 
fozgeries of Papiſtes , we ſee the contrarietp 
betwene them ſo create , that their firſt moſt 
aunctent and true wzitinge dorh ſuffictently 
condemne theſe popiſh nouelties, and this new 
pſalter as anoueltie of falſhoode and errour. 
I call it a noueltie as it is. Tf Papiſtes will 
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vnto vs this pſalter as the Pſalter of leſuꝰ N 
any, ſheme vs: but it none, then is it a nouel⸗ 

tie deuiſed either by that ſecte of leſuites, oz 
els it may bethac Fowler now wanting wozke 
to occupte his pꝛeſſe ( fo; his olde maiſters 
which were wont to ſette him on wozke haue 
pence their ſtoare, and do not octupie him (a 
freaſhely as they haue done and him ſelfe de⸗ 
lireth) hach deuiſed with ſome of his bꝛethꝛen 
howto make this pſalter, and ſo it mapt be 
called Fowlers pſalter, but not the pſalter of 
leſus . Ot doth adozne his wozke with this 
haue title: Cerraine dewonte and Godly peri- 
ont, c called Teſws pſalier. A hat de: 
gotion and god lynes is in them ſhall hereafter 
apptart. But lette M. Fowler tell vs when 
did this common callinge beginne ? J ſape 
when did it beginne? and among whom? Je 
muſt haut a large compaſſe that is common, 

Is it pnough'to make it common becauſe now 
the Papiftes voe call it common ? 02 becauſe 
M. Fowler doth by his pꝛinte call it common? 
Truely this is but a ſtraighte, narrow and 
GHozce common: but euen fuch a common is 
this as is their catholiciſme; Jn this their 
plalter they do as truelp name common, ag 


tholique: ang 


they do in the reſt of cheir religion name Ca- 


LY 
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Neither is this pſalcer ſo commonly called, 
no2 their religion Catholique, but onely ſa 
called by them ſelues. Jt ſeemech alſo that the 
wozke ofthis pſalter did fall out hozrer, then 
M. Fowler thought it would, and thercfoze he 
bath filled vp aboue ch1ee ſcoze leaues of his 
booke as in one of his copies is to be ſeene, 
though it be lefte out in the lefſer booke , with 
a certaine new deuiſed Jmagerie,ſo » ſithence 
wozdes fapled him, he might pet fill vp his 
booke with ſome thing to feede the eyes of his 
ſimple reader, that is with a new ſtampe of 
Tmagerie , This his wozkemanſhippe of J- 
magerie he doth adozne with this title: 
cont for the vnlearned, Oe doth allo 
fo confirmation of this his wozke adde a ſen- 
tence out of Baſill which he turneth into Eng · 
liſh meeter, & pet cannot this his whole woꝛke 
of Jmagerie be warranted by that ſentence of 
Baill, Fop it ſpeaketh of ſuch Imagerie ones 
ly as is tepoꝛted vnto vs by hiſtoꝛie. But there 
are among the images made dy M. Fowler 
ſome, whereof we haue no repoꝛtt by hiſtoʒ ie. 
In what hifkozie doth he reade, that the Lozde 
God almightie which made both heaven and 
earth, did in the creatid of them ſhew him ſelſe 
inthe likenes of an aged perſon with a crowne 


vpon his heave? It was wont to be among 
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popiſh painters a triple # Popelike crowne, 

but with M. Fovvler it is nowe but a ſingle 
crowne,not ſo much as a cloſe crowne, ſuch as 
kinges # monarches do care, but eucn ſuch 
a one as it pleaſcth Mi. Fowler to put vpon his 
bead, Who taught M. Fowler to be thus bold 
with che Loꝛde God, to make ſuch a baſe and 
earthlie image of his glozious and heauenlte 
Maieſty ? Let vs looke fo his aunſwere. In 
the meane ſeaſon we will be ſo bolde wich M. 
Fowler #his fellowe helpers to aske of them 
the ſame queſtion which is asked in the pꝛo⸗ 
phecyof % 40 : To whome will yee liken 
God: or — fnailitude will yee ſet vp vnto 
him. And againe, to whom wil yee hken me? 
that I chould be like vnto him, ſayth the holy 
one ? Auuſwere M. Fowler, aunſwere to theſe 
queſtions, and lette vs heare how pou can de- 
fende this pour bold doing, and this pour like⸗ 
ning of che innnozcall Godro a mozeall x coz- 
xuptible man. Let him ſhewe vs alſo in what 
hiſto2phe ſindeth chat there was befoze Chꝛiſt 
on ß top ofthe mountaine on which be p2 ated, 
a Chalice wich a licle round hoſt 02 cake in it, 
bolden(as he doth graue it) in the hand of an 
Angell. And where did he reade that Ch2ift 
Jeſus did deſcende into hell coppozaily with a 
long ſhaffe in his hande, hauing a 8 
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banner cloth in the top ol it, v did there dzawe 
ſoules by the handes out of hell, by a payꝛe of 
ſtapꝛes at a great gate ot hewen ſtone, as his 
imagery ſheweth: let not M. Fowler now ta · 
uill x ſap that I do deny an article of our chꝛi⸗ 

tian faich. Foz J doe firmely beleue, that 
Article, he deſcended into hell: but I do not 


beleue that this image which M. Fowler hath 


graued, doth truely ſee fooꝛth the trueth of the 
defrending of Chziſt into hell. Let M. Fler 
therefo:e ſhewe by what true hiſtoꝛie z he tan 
pꝛoue this his image and all the partes cher · 
of. Likewiſe let him ſhewe vs what heſtoꝛ ie it 
is chat repoꝛteth vnto vs the truech of that his 
image, in which he graueth howe the vitgine 
Mary was perſonaſly oz bodily aſſuinpted in · 
to heauen, by the handes of Angells, a great 
td pany of people knecling by + wozſhipping, 
And lat of all let him tel vs in what hiſtoꝛy he 
ſindeth the repoꝛte of the next fo fs 
mage. That is, how the virgine Mary beinge 
in heauen was crowned by two men, the one 
ſittinge vppon the one ſide, and the other man 
ſittinge on the other ſide,of her: Let vs know 
what theſe two mt were! what be ther names? 
# when the ſoleminttte of this cozonation was 

ept ? And let htm alſo tell vs by what catho» 
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— holie Scripture which he doth there 
cite Cantic.q:tovnderpzoppe this his image 
we know the place of holy Scripture, but we 
know not where this catholike ſenſe which M. 
Fowler doth gather thereon, where(J ſay) the 
vnderſtanding of that place, to ſerue the coz0s 
nation of the virgin Mary,was copned. There 
are none of all his images, but that they haue 
M. Fowlers appꝛobation by coatinge ſome 
chapters of ſome booke of the holy bible. But 
a number of them ſtande there but to fill vppe 
a place to make a ſhew of ſome thinge and ſap 
nothing. Thus he is bolde with naminge the 
bookes of the holy bible, to ſhoze vp his ima; 
gerie , which can not ſtande by them. TAich 
ſuch images, which haue neither hiſtozie noz 
wzpter of credite to repozte them, it pleaſech 
M. Fowler foz want of better matter to fill vp 
bis booke, to pleaſe and feede the eyes of his 
ſimple reader which is not done accozdinge to 
that rule which him ſelfe citech out of Baill, 
Butlette vs leaue M. Fowler with his new i 
magined imagery to him ſelfe,# lette me aſke 
this. Dare Fowler, oz any of his fellowes de- 
uiſe a pſalter, and father the ſame vppon the 
l0zd Jeſus as though he wert þ authoꝛ there- 
ol? Surely this his boldenes dzaweth nigh co 
blaſphemie and verp nigh to the ſinne 2 
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$ holy Ghoſt: fo) ( as I ſaid befo2e)it is a plain 
bzeaking of Gods cõmaundement. De taketh 
the name of þ Loꝛd Jeſus in vaine. And he alſo 
ſpeaketh of þ Loꝛd Jeſus an vntrueth again 
his owne conſctence # knowledge, tn calling it 
the pſalter of leſus as though Jeſus had made 
it.Butit may be þ M. Fowler will ſap foz him 
ſelfe p he will not auow, that Jeſus made this 
Plalter, oz that it is þ Þſalter of Jeſus. If he 
will not auowe, but deny his owne wort es, J 
am content herein, to take his denial, thinke 
that it is not as he tearmeth it the Pſalter of 
Ieſus. And ſo J map well make my ſelſe the 
moze bolde to deale with this Pſaltcr, and ta 
touche the ſtringes thereof, to trie whether 
they be in tune 02 not Pea if it were ſo in dede, 
that Fowlers meaninge is not to ſette out this 
Plalter, as though it were made dy Jeſus 
Chziſt, why doth he call it he Plalcer of le- 
ſus? I wil take mine aunſwere out of his own 
wozds. It is (ſaith he)the Pſalter of leſu, oz þ 
Invocation of leſu. M. Fowler ſeemeth to ex» 
plicate this woꝛd Pſalter by þ following woꝛd 
Inuocation. Then with M. Fowler, the wozd 
Pſalter is all one with that woꝛd which out of 
the Latine tongue we bozrowe into our En» 
gliche, and do tearme it Inuocation, which in 


P2oper engliſh is, a * ſo that this 
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Pſaltet of Ieſu, is as much to ſap in Engliſhe 
as the callinge vppon Teſu, And this map be 
gathered to be his meaninge, becauſe that the 
name of leſu is ſo often repeated in his Pſal- 
ter. But if M. Fowler will ſuffer his great 
maiſter Thomas to tell vs what a Jſalter is, 
and what it doth ſigniſte as J haue cited out of 
him befoze, then cannot (J trowe ) this his 
interpꝛetation of the wozde Pſalter ſtande. 
But Jam content to leaue him to trpe this 
matter with his ſayed maiſter him ſclfe. The 
name of Jeſus is glozfous, pꝛetious xof great 
power as J haue ſ-yd,and therefo2e none can 
name that name rightly but by ÿ holy Ghoſt, 
Wlherof it is alſo, that they which do rightly 
name the name ofthe Loꝛd Jeſus, are taught 
to departe from iniquitie. If the meaninge ol 
M. Fowler be to teache his ſimple reader to 
Inuocate 02 to call vypon the Loꝛd Jeſus, he 
muſt do that he meaneth truly by the woꝛd of 
God, which is y onely ground wozke of Inuo- 
catiõ. And M. Fowler muſt firſt teach his rea⸗ 
der to beleue truely in the Loꝛde Jeſus befoze 
he can well innocate 02 call vppon him. Fox 
the Apoſtle teacheth Ro. io. that men doe call 
on him on whom they do beleue. They beleue 
that which they haue hearde by the woꝛde 
pꝛeached, ik there be no wozde of God hearde, 
8 there 
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there is no true beliefe, if there be no true be- 
leife, there is no calling vppon, 02 to vſe his 
tearme, no Inuocation # ſo no Pſalter. Nowe 
Maiſter Fowler p2eacheth not the wozde of 
God,noz the Golpell of Jeſus, to warrant vn» 
to vs this his Pſalcer , neither doth he in it 
teach vs truely to beleue in the Loꝛde Jeſus, 
But inthis Pſalter he doth teach his reader to 
pꝛonounce ſome thinges which are contrary 
to the woꝛde of God, and agatuſt the trueth of 
Jeſus , as ſhall appeare by that handeling of 
this Pſalter which followeth. If then the Rea- 
der of this Pſalter doth not by Maiſter Fowler 
heare to beleue, he can not inuocate noꝛ pꝛap: 
Fo? how ſhall they call on him on whom they 
doe not beleue ? Ch iſt our Sauiour and mat- 
ter teacheth vs thus ol pꝛayer, whatſoeuer pe * 
ſhall aske in pꝛaper, if pe beleue , ye ſhall re- 
ceiue it. And againe, whatſoeuer pe deſire 
when ye pꝛay, beleue that ye ſhall haue it and 1. 
it ſhall be done co pou. Thus doth our heauen- 
ly maiſter teach vs to ioyne faith to our pꝛay⸗ 
er, and p2ayer to our faith , And his Apoſtle 
James inſtructingvs how to pꝛap, biddeth him 144.1, 
that pꝛayeth aske in faith and wauer not, fo2 
be that wauereth is like to a waue of the ſea 
toſt with the winde and carried away, neither 
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thing of the Loꝛd. As fo this kinde of inuoca⸗ 
tion which M. Fovvler teacheth in his Plalter 
is to trapne his Reader onely to name leſus, 
but that is a thinge which manye haue done 
without faith, and a thinge vnp2oficable as ye 
haue hearde. A moſt certeine and comfoztable 
rule is giuen vs wherebp we are to be ruled in 
pꝛaper, that is: It we aske any thing of God 
accozding to his wil, it ſhal be giut᷑ vnto vs as 
holy lohn ſayth r. lo. 1. Nom how God would 
haue vs to p2ap : Jeſus him ſelfe hath taught 
vs, not onelp in that pꝛayet which he did teach 
vs, and is therefoze of him called che Lordes 
prayer, but allo in thoſe pzecepts in which he 
both commaund vs to agke of the father in his 
name, & without doubting as pou haue parte · 
ly heard befoze. Theſe and other like to them, 
verelp be the right rules of pꝛaper taught in 
þ woꝛde of God, by the rule of which we muſt 
frame all our p2aper, if we will ſo pꝛay that 
we map be heard and obteyne. Fo? it is deepe- 
ly tobe weighed ol vs, that Jeſus Chzift doch 
couple our pꝛaying together bothe w faith as 
pou haue heard, and alſo with our abiding in 
him e the abyding of his wozde in vs. If ye a- 
bide in me ſayth he, and my vvordes abide 
in you, aske — vvill and it shall be don 
p 


for you, If we zap p2oficably , we muſt 
abide 
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abide in Chziſt,and his wozd in bs. But Mai- 
ſter Fovvler giueth vs an inuocation oz Pſal- 
ter of leſu, ſo which he hath no wozve of 
Chzift, and by which he dzaweth his reader + 
follower from Chziſt from his wozd as ſhal 
appeare hereafter. There can be no pꝛoſit thẽ 
in this Pſalterof Fovvler. The onely true + c6- 
foztable rules of pꝛaiet once again I ſay )are 
thoſe which are giuf vnto vs by Jeſus Chꝛiſt, 
bis Apoltles & diſciples in the wozde of God: 
he that ſhall giue vs any other rules of pꝛay · 
er contrary to thole , is but a deceauer , what 
fap2e wozke ſoeuet he make in outwarde ſhem 
of them. They are therefoze but filthes and 
ſoꝛgeries, with which Papiſtes haue farced 
their olde Pꝛymers, and called them papers 
reteiued bp reuelatis, though they be bomba- 
ſted with popiſh pardons in plenty, Nowe let 
bs try # examine this Pſalter, which M.Fow- 
ler calleth Ieſus Pſalrer, by thoſe true rules of 
p2aper which Jeſus Chziſt hath giut vs. The 
name of Jeſu is holy, ſweete, ę comfoz table: 
but M. Fowler hath ioyned vnto it a Pſalter 
very vnſauery and hurtefull, True Chziftians 
which haue right faith do not lightly receaue 
wicked things, they doe ſeparat right things 
from choſe which are euill as the chziftian em- 
pero} luſlinian W 2 
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Let vs therioze ſeparate the additions which 
M. Fowler inhis Pſalter hath ioyned to the 
good name of Jeſu, that the chꝛiſtian map cõ 
template that bleſſed name as it is by it ſelf, + 
that things differing fro it may be eſpied out 
t refuſed. But befkoze Þ do come to the petiti⸗ 
ons by which M. Fowler patcheth vp his pſal- 
tcr,ſomewhat moꝛe mult be ſpoken couchinge 
thoſc other Pſalters which M. Fowler doth fo 
bololy publiſh and commend to the woꝛld. He 
tellech vs that there be thzee manner of Jſal- 
ters, he might haue tolo vs of moze Plalters 
as J haue ſatdbefoze.Dauidspſalter we know 
we read with confozre and thanke God foz it: 
we do with humble hartes receaue it, wich all 
the whole number of 150. Plalmes, which 
number M. Fowler diuide:h intochiſc fiftie, 
to make a way into ſome miſtery belike of his 
other Pſalters, The ſeconde ts(ſapth he) cal⸗ 
led the Plalrer of our Lady. Is it called ſo M. 
Fowler? by whom ? oz who hath giuen it that 
name ? did pour Lady make it ? did ſhe ſo call 
it ? It not ſhe, who then? Qe will not take 
thinges vppon pour bare repozte M. Fowler. 
Tell vs ther foʒe the authoʒ ofthis I ſalter as 
vou doe of the firſt which is Dauids, clic you 
wil make this pour ſtuſſe ſuſpected. Pou palle 


from the name to the matter of this Pſalter, 
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and doe tell vs chat this Pſalter of pour La- 
dy concaineth chz ile fifty Aues. I told you be⸗ 
foze that M. Fowler did deuide the number of 
the Plalmes of þ Þſalter of Dauid into thz iſe 
fiftie, to make thereby a way into ſome miſte · 
ric of his other Þſalters, And nowe pee lee, 
that his ſeconde Pſalter though it doth in no⸗ 
thing elſe reſemble that of Dauid, pet he ma- 
keth it to reſemble the ſame in the number of 
th2iſe fiftp,and inthe tearme Pſalcer. A pzoper 
peece of wozke. But once againe I aske who 
bath tolde M. Fowlerthathis Ladie Pſalter 
contapneth che iuſt number of th iſe fiftie A- 
ues? Truly I thinke there are mote then thꝛiſe 
fifty men and women in England elſe where 
yet plunged in poperie, which can not tell vs 
by iuſt accompt that thꝛiſe fifty Aues do make 
their Lady Plalter. And no maruell: fo} it is 
a very harde thing foz an vnlearned perſon ta 
know the perfection of that thing which hath 
ſo obſcute a beginninge as hathe thts Ladie 
Plalter. But lette it paſſe vpon the credite of 
M. Fowler, if any like vpon his credite to ac · 
tept it: yet may Jas ke why theſe Aues thus 
packed together are called a Pſalter ? Jt is 
no inſtrument of tenne ſtringes therefoze no 
Pſalter, But Fowler teacheth his reader to 
ſap? it pppon his tenne fingers, what inſtrus 
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ment call pou that ? ſurely theſe are but chil- 
diſhe and apiſhe toyes. It is no inuocation, it 
is no pꝛaper, fo2 it hath no petition in it, as it 
is graunted by M. Fowler his greate frende 
M. Vaws, euenthere where he maketh the 
molt that he can of the Aue Maria : howe can 
it be then any inuocation ? 02 howe can it be a 
Þſalcer. M. Fowler muſt take the papne to 
make this matter moze playne to vs, in bet- 
ter ſhewe of trueth, oz elſe we will tell him 
plainely chat this his Þſalter muſt be turned 
ouer to him ſelfe, fo his owne paſtime, to be 
played vppon his tenne fingers. Foz J do not 
elſe thinke that any man of good vnderſtan- 
dinge will daunce after his pipe; But lecte vs 
come to this his thirde Pſalter vnheard of be⸗ 
foze this our age, that is, the Pſalter of leſu: 
which M. Fowler doth ſap, doth containe fif⸗ 
teene principall petitions,which tenne times 
repeated make alſo thriſe fiſtie. Thus is the 
miſterie made vppe which M. Fowler bꝛot⸗ 
ched to vs, when inthe accompe of che Þſal- 
mes of Dauid, he did deuide the number of thẽ 
into thꝛiſe fiftie , And all his is but to ſhewe 
the reader that theſe Pſalters as M. Fowler 
doth temper them do agree in name and num 
ber, though in nothing els. But we thinke not 
that this agreement in name g number — 
: either 
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either tan, oꝛ doth make this newe Pſalter of 
M. Fowlers a perfect Pſalter, cõſidering how 
this Pſalter of M. Fowlers trimming doth dif- 
fer from chat ſound Pſalter of Dauid, ę from 
the doctrine of God. M. Fowler doth tell vs 
that in his Fſalter and [nwocation,the glorious 
name of Ieſu, is called vppon foure hundred and 
fifty tymes. Tell vs not how often, but how wel 
pou doe call vpon this name moſt holy, glo- 
rious indeede, Fo2 it is not in inuocation p- 
nough to pꝛonounce the letters and ſyllables 
of the woꝛde leſu,but we muft looke into that 
name by faith and ſo by faith feede on the ver; 
tue, ſauing health, and power ol Jeſu, that it 
map encozage vs to call vpon him in faith and 
ſure confidence, knowing that he and he only, 
yea he, and none other vnder heauen but he, is 
giuen to men by whome they muſk be ſaued. 
which thing S. Peter pzeacheth in that ſermon 
Act. 4. a part of which M.Fowler doth cite. Ic 
I ſhould find falt with his trãſlation, he would 
ſap that J did but picke quarrells, But to the 
matter. If nothing at all be giuf to men wher · 
by they muſt be ſaued, then are all men dined? 
but there is one and but onely one thing fo2 all 
giuen, whereby men muſt be ſaued, # that one 
thing, as Peter doth there tell vs, is the L 02d 
Jeſus. Other name, power, oz thing, there is 
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none in which men muſt be ſaued, but that one 
onely name, vertue and power, the Lozd Te- 
ſus, And if as Auguſtine ſapth, we muſt be ſa⸗ 
ued in this name, doubtles that is no ſaluation 
which is pꝛomiſed without this name. And 
therefoze doth S. Peter ſap that there is no ſal- 
uation in any other, fot among men there is 
iuen none other name vader heauen Wher- 
by we mult be ſaued. This trãſlation ſemeth 
to expꝛeſſe the mpnd and purpoſe of S. Peter 
ſomewhat moe plainly then that of M. Fow - 
lers, where he doth tranſlate, /» the which i bes 
houet h vs to be ſaued. That pꝛeaty thing it is 
that M. Fowler would couep vnder this terme 
behoueth I know not, and ther foze J leaue it. 
But the minde ol S. Peter is to teache vs, that 
Jeſus is that perſon by whom only and alone, 
the good plcaſureof God is to ſaue men, and 
by whom onelp they muſt be ſaued, that ſhall 
be ſaued. To perceaue this, is not onely to 
name Jeſus , but to haue true vnderſtanding 
ol, faith in Jeſus, Without this true vnder⸗ 
ſtanding x faith to ſownd out, oꝛ to pronounce 
pname of Jeſus doth pꝛoſit no moꝛe men now. 
then it did the old exoꝛciſts and conturers,yea, 
02 the deuills which pꝛonounced that name, oꝛ 
the olde hereticks which did alſo retaine that 
name in their hereſie, and pzonounced it — 
cir 
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their lippes. And cherefoze M. Fowler pour af 
ſuring of pour reader tofind ſuch commoditie 
by your Inuocation, which with pou cũſiſteth 
onely almoſt in the often and bare pꝛonoun⸗ 
ting ofthe name Jeſug,is not ſo ſure, as you 
woulde ſeeme to make it. Dou tell vs alſo 
that our ſauiour hath taught vs in the Goſpel 


ofS.lohn:that we should make our petitions 


in his name. In deede we doe heare our Sant- 


our Jeſus ſap in that holy Goſpell w2itten by 
S. Iohn 14. chapter. V Vhatſocuer ye aske in 
my name that will I doe, thatthe father may 
be glorified in the ſonne: If ye aske any thing 
in my name, I will doe it. t to this, as 
to one ende, are true Chꝛiſtians oꝛdeined, that 
wharſocuer (ſapth Chxtſt) Ioan. 15. ye shall 
aske ofthe father in my name, he may giue it 
you: and againe, loan. 1 6. Verely verely I ſay 
vnto you, wharſocuer ye shall aske the father 
in my name, he will giue it you. Theſe and 
the like pzecepts of payer, and pꝛomiſes of 
obtaining our requeſts,we knowe that þ ſame 
ſonne of God our molt gracious Loꝛde Jeſus 
hach made to vs, and in them we doe reſt. But 
what meaneth that which followeth in this 
Þſalter of M.Fowlers? in theſe wozds, which 
(IJefus he doth meane ) i che HMeadtrator of our 


- ſaluation. It is true verelp M. Fowler, that 
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Jeſus is the onelp alone Pediatoz meane ard 
wo2ker of our ſaluation, as the fozmer ſaping 
of Perer doth teach. But M. Fowler this is not 
all chat is in Jeſus, In theſe pour wozdes pou 
doe leaue out a peece of the office and dignt- 
tie of our Sauiour Chʒiſt Jeſus . And herein 
pou doe — — popiſh ma · 
ſters, who to finde out place fo2 the in: 
terceſſion of their Saincces, are bolde to 
ſpople Chziſt ofone peece of his office,and co 
beſtowe it on Sainctes. Foz they ſape that 
Chziſt is our Pediatoz of ſaluation, but that · 
fice of interceſſion they do commit to ſaincts, 
who they ſap do make interceſſion foz vs. But 
we doc learne in the holn Scriptures, that as 
Jeſus Chziſt alone is the Pediatoꝛ of our ſal- 
uation, by whome we are ſaued: ſo is he our 
Mediatoꝛ of interceſſion, fo} it is he which 
maketh interceſſion foz vs. That ſame very 
place which M.Fovvler citeth out of the Go- 
ſpell of S. lohn, in which he ſapth that our Sa» 
uiour doth ſap that we ſhould make our petiti⸗ 
ons in his name, teacheth that Jeſus is j Be- 
diatoꝭ alſo of intercefſi5, Foz co make our pe · 
titions in his name, is to acknowledge him to 
be our interceſſo , S. Paule likewiſe ſpeaking 
of the moſt happy ſtate, in which þ faithful doe 


ſtand befoze God by the n 
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haue by Chziſt Jeſus, layeth amonge other 
things: lt 1s God that ĩuſtifieth, who shal cõ- 
deinne. It is Chriſt which is deade, yea ur ra- 
ther which is riſen againe, he meaneth which 
iuſtifteth. And of Chzilt his office towards vs 
he continueth ſaping : who is alſo at the tight 
hand of God and maketh interceſſion for vs. 
Here þ holy Apoſtle teacheth vs ſo to looke to 
Jeſus Chziſt,þ we map knowe that as it is he 
which died foz vs, did riſe againe,# aſcende,# 
is at the right hande of God foz our ſaluation, 
euen ſo he it is alſo, that maketh incerceſſid oz 
requeſt foz vs. And in þ epiſtle to the Hebrues 
the 7. chapter, the Apoſtle ſpeaking of þ euer 
laſting pzieſthood of Chzift ſaith:wherfore he 
is able perfectly to ſaue them that come vnto 
God by him, ſeing he liueth euerto make in- 
— om for the. De ſaith likewiſe aſterward 
He. g. That Chzift is eatred into heaut᷑ to ap⸗ 
peare now in þ light of God foz vs. Again that 
blefſed Apoſtle lohn in his epiſtle ceacheth vs 
1.loh.2. If any man do fin we haue an aduo- 
cate with the father, Ieſus Chriſt the righteus 
& he is the tecõciliation for our fins. A- 
poſtle teacheth vs þ Chziſt Jeſus is our onlp # 
ſufficient aduocate ; attonement with the ſa · 
ther. Foz þ office t wozke of interceſſion & re- 
cdciliacid are ioyned together in Chziſt Jeſus 
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alone. And here M. Fowler his frendes could 
haue tolde him that Auguſtine intreatinge v: 
pon this place of 8. Iohn, doth count it a thing 
antich2iftian, hereticall, and ſchiſmaticall, to 
aſſigne any other apuocate z interceſſoꝛ be- 
twene God and man but Jeſus Chꝛiſt. But 
perhappes they woulde make deintie ſo to do, 
leaſt the chꝛiſtian reader ſhould thereby be en: 
coꝛaged to accompt Fovvler and ſuch papiſts 
as he is, which do robbe Chꝛiſt of this glozte 
of being eur aduocate and inter ceſſoꝛ with the 
father, and do beſtom that office and hvno? v- 
pon their Sainctes, to actompt them / J ſay) 
to be antichziſtes, herettkes, x ſchiſmatikes, 
as they are in deede. The chꝛiſtian which tan 
content him ſelfe with the doctrine and woꝛde 
of God, is taught as you do heare, that Chuiſt 
Jeſus ts nowe at the right hande of God, and 
maketh tequeſt fox vs, that we muſt goe to 
God by him, who liueth to make interceſfion 
fo2 vs, that he is our adyorare with the father, 
and ſo Chyift him ſelfe ſayth loan. 1 4. of him 
ſelfe: L am the vvay, the trutth, & the life: No 
man commeth to the father, but by me. St⸗ 
thence then we haue Jeſus che euerltuing, al⸗ 
mightie, and moſt mercifall adnocate and in: 
terceſſo2 with the father, let vs giue vnto him 


the honoz due to him with faichfull _— 
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thereof,and thankes giuing therefoze, and al- 
ſo do our ſelues as the Apoſtle doth exhoꝛt vs, 
Hebr. 4. Let vs therefore goe boldely (ſapth 
he) vnto Bos throne of grace, tharwe may re- 
ceaue mercy, and find graceto helpe in time 
of neede. s much this peece of 
legierdemain which M. Fowler vſeth euen at 
the entrey into bis Pſalter to ſpople Jeſus 
Chꝛiſt ofhis office, and glozp of being our in- 
terceſſo; and aduocate , to make place for bis 
Pſalcer which is patched vp, as ſhal hereafter 

appeare, with pꝛaying to Sainctes to makt 
— bead ot By the ſwozde al che ſpirit, 
which is the woꝛd of God, ſuch patches of po- 
pery are to be pared awap — 


—— — both for 
ſaluation & interceſſion. Jf it hall pleaſeGod 


to make this poynt of our Chziltian faith and 


they wil fall as faſt and thicke from popery co 
Chꝛiſt his Goſpell, as bees doe flye ont of the 
rayne totheir hyues . But it ſhall de good co 
moceeve in this PÞſalter . The Reader may 
thinke that I do hange long in the beginning 
thereof, but M. Fo lers entry into it being ſa 
fowle, it is meere that the reader ſhould be ad» 
. Monithed thereof, 938 
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ned ok it, æ delivered (if it ſo be the good plea⸗ 


ſure of God) from ſticking 02 ſincking into lo 
fowlc a puddle with Fowler , as is this Þſal- 
ter. Let it be marcked then, that M. Fovvler 
both giue vs a Pſalter of Teſus (he ſapth) in 
which he taketh from Jeſus at the fir daſhe a 
pꝛincipall peect of his hono} and office. Such 
ſacriledge Fowler and his fellowes can com- 
mit, and dare couer their villanie with » name 
of Jeſus, But this is but to fill vp the number 
of their ſinnes. Then M. Fowler taketh paines 
to teach his reader, how he mult ſap this pſal« 
ter, and (ſayth he) he may [ay i vppon hu tenne 


fingers, and why not vpon his tenne toes? He 


ſayth allo that his ſcholler which will learne 
of him how to ſap this pſalter,muſt begin v 
dewont genwflet1on, 0) at the leaſt wile , with 
Inclmation to Ieſu. M. Fowler forgetteth him 
felfe (I crowe) fo2 he will ſeeme to ſette out 
this Pſalter fo2 the vnlearned , but the vn« 
learned knowe not what theſe tearmes genu- 
flection and inchnationdoe meane . There: 
fore let Maiſter Fowlerſpeake Engliſh ts his 
bnlearned (chollers. After that he hath thus 
p2epared his Reader to this Pſalter , he be- 
ginneth the firſt petition and doch in it name 
the name ol Jeſu thirtie tymes together, ads 


ding to cuery thzple naminge of Jeſu , this 
woꝛd 
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worde Mercie . Tf hemeaneth to teache his 
Reader to pzape the Lozve Jeſus to haut 
mercie on him, we doe agree with him in that 
good pꝛaper, and ſo pzaye we. But if there 
be any myſterie in this often repeatinge of 
the woꝛde oz name leſu, it is a thing hidden 
from vs, ſo often to repeate that name with · 
out further inſtruction. Is it Maiſter rovvs 
lers mynde to teache his Reader to thincks 
that this bare and often tepeatinge of that 
name and that in ſuch a iuſte number as is 
by him pꝛeſixed, is therefoze an acceptable 
p2ayer , becauſe it is ſo often repeated qnely? 
Surely that conceipte ſauozeth ſtrongely of 
that bactologie , and lippe labour which Je- 
ſus Chzilt retecteth . Matth. 6. I might al: 
ſo note the traungenes of the ph aſc of that 
petition whiche be putterh downe in thele 
woꝛdes, where he ſpeaketh of ſinners. 7 urn 
(fapth be) heir ces into vertmes : this is one 
in all his petitions , But it is but a ſtraunge 
tranſmutation that he asketh. It had bene 
moze playne to haue ſayde, Turne ſinners 
from their vices to vertues , but to lette this 
paſſe , Chat ſauozeth ſtrongly of the Popes 
pumpe whiche followeth in theſe wozdes 2 
Hau mercye ((apth be) -n the ſoules in Pur- 


£48079e for thy bytrer paſſion | beſeech theeg and 
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for thy glorious name leſw. It ſhal not be amiſſe 
now totip lomthatts the reaver of this pur» 
gatozie which hath beene and is the common 
pichepurſe, fo2 the Pope and his chaplaines 
the maſlinge pꝛieſtes. I knowe it will anger 
the papiſtes to heare of this, foz it toucheth 
their free holde ( as the common ſapinge is.) 
But J will lap befoze the reader, this popiſhe 
purgatozy in as few wozdes as J can, that he 
may ſmell what a ſweete flowze it is. Ahat ; 
ſoener it be, it ſeemeth to ſauoꝭ very ſweetely 
with M. Fowler, therefoze he doth very dili⸗ 
gently place it, as one in euery petition of his 
Þſalter , Such is bis charitie to their ſoules 
which are in purgatozyp, fozſuoth. But let vs 
ſee ſomewhat of chis purgatozte, and partely 
euen as ſome of 3 maſters of Rome haue 
wyytten thereof, I might deutde this matter 
into two bzaunches:firſt of pzayer fo2 þ ſoules 
ol men departed out of chis moꝛtall life: then 
ol thts kinde ol pꝛaier fo2 the ſoules which are 
in purgatozie.

Den aſus the holy Scripture: It is Iſay graunted by 
eh one Archepapilt of this our age, and alſo by an 
olde wziter of good antiquitie. But che holy 
Scripture is the rule whercbp our pꝛapers 
are to be framed, and it is the woꝛde of trueth 
which doth cruelpteach vs of the true being of 
thinges , So thatunles God in his woꝛd did 
teach'vs that there were a purgatoꝛp, we are 
not to belcue that there is any. And againe vp; 
on that which Goddoth pꝛomiſe vs in the ho⸗ 
ly Scripture we muſt grownd our faith in the 
pꝛayets which we do make to God. Foz if we 
wil dew!p regarde Gods good will with cruſt 
that he will heare our pzapcrs and graunt our 
requeſts, we muſt haue both a pꝛomiſe of hea» 
ring, and a rule warrantinge the righenes of 
our requeſtes in the moſt holy woꝛde of God, 
without which we can not truely haue any 
faith oz aſſurance of the hearing of our pap» 
ers : without this knowledge we can make no 
true pꝛaper. It is no true pꝛapet therefoze 
which thoſe men ſeeme to make which haue 
no vnderſtanding of Gods wil. noꝛ truſt in his 
pꝛomiſes. Turkes, Jewes, and Papiſtes doe 
pꝛate in their ignozance and vnbelecfe , but 
that pꝛating is not right pꝛaying. Now then 
let vs admitte it as a ttueth, which is 1 
aue 
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baue hearde confeſſed, that there is no holie 
wozd of God cowarranc vs this 
purgatoꝛy, then haut we by the woꝛde of God 
no aſſurance to aſſertaine vs that there be any 
ſoules in purgatozp, no commaundement of 
God giuen to vs to pzape fo ſoules in purga· 
tozie , noz pzomile to beleue that our p2ayers 
made fo2 them can do them good. Tf we haue 
no aſſurance no} certeinety hereof, we can not 
pꝛay fo ſoules in purgatozp, Wil pou know 
then from whence this opinion of purgatozie 
doth come ? The firſt and moſt auncient p20- 
moter thereof was ( ſo farre as J learne ) not 
God, but Plato the Philoſopher,a man which 
did not truelyknow God, His opinion of pur» 
gatozie as Euſebius doth repozte it, is the LI. 1. 4 
mol auncient recoꝛde that I haue red. Virgill 7<7-E- 
the Pagan Poette hath ſpoken alſo of ſuch a 
thinge as purgatoꝛy is fained to be, but from 
Plato it ſhould ſeeme to be conueped to other, 
who accozdingeto their fantaſie layed the firſt 
platſoꝛme of a purgato2p, even þ whereon the 
Papiſtes haue builded this them purgatozie, 

Which building by the papiſtes, is not yet fo 
handſomely cowched together, but that their 
owne fathers aſſembled in the laſt councell of 
Trent thought good by waye of correction to . 
giue this admonition to _ of their ſecte, dow. 

| li. 
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that they do nothereafter in their ſermons be⸗ 
foze the common people, handle the hard and 
dark queſtions touching purgato2y, and that 
they ſhoulde not meddle wich ſuch vncercepne 
thinges touching purgatozy as are thought 
to be falſe. They do alſo fozbid them to handle 
= thiuges touching purgatoꝛy which doe 
ſauo} of curtolitig,oz concerne ſuperſticion,oz 

ſauoz of filthp lucre , And thoſe fathers as po- 
pilhe as they were, doe pet commaunde them 
whome they map cõmaund, that they let theſe 
thinges alone as offences. By this fozbidding 
nowe , it appeareth chat befoze this time, the 
purgatozy Pꝛoctozs bled to publiſhe ſuche 
— —— coun: 
now loꝛbiddeth, elſe why doth it now fo» 

— them ? Aud ſo by the wozdes of Papiſtes 
them ſelues we may perceaue that they haut 
bad among them ſuch Pꝛoctoꝛs fo? their pur» 
gatozy, as haue handeled it ſo cozrupely that 
they them lelues are aſhamed thereof, and do 
fo2bid the like, and pet do theſe popiſh fathers 
in that councell vnderpzoppe this purgatoꝛy 
by their authozitie ſtill. But if they did meane 
in good earneſt, to take from their purgatozy 
all ſuch thinges as are vncerteine and lalſe. 
02 curious oꝛ ſuperſtitious, and ſuch as ſerued 
mT Ge pereet 
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theſe thinges krom their purgatozie in good 
earneft, and ſurely they ſhall leane to their 
Pope then, ſuch a ſimple purgatozp, as is 
not able to be a ſufficient ptnfold co impounde 
a poo2e pigge. But as is lapd, they and their 
fathers will needes maintaine their purga · 
toꝛp, foz they haue taken —— 
thereof, and it ſerueth ſo well foz cheir _ 
and pur pole, that it deſerueth their defence. 
They (ape that their Churche hathe learned 
it ol the holie Scriptures . But I lape naye, 
and ſome of their owne men and chetr elders 
alſo doe ſape naye, as is touched befoze. Net- 
ther doe they them ſelues ſhewe vntovs any 
one place of the holie Scriptures in whiche 
we are taught the ſame purgatozie,on which 
they doe conclude, This nowe is the manner 
of the catholike church (as papiſtes call their 
romiſhe Church) in their councelles to cons 
clude canons and articles of the faith without 
any Scripture, They tell vs that they haue 
it alſo ofthe auncient tradition of the fathers: 
hereof che reader ſhalbe infozmed moze here; 
after. Againe they ſap that this purgatozie is 
deliuered to them inholie councelles, A man 
would thinke that theſe Tridentine Pꝛelates 
did meane ſome of the firſt auncient holy coũ 
cells, as that firſt councell holden at Nice, oz 
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that at Epheſus,oz ſome of the other olde holy 
touncells. But there is no mention made in a- 
ny ot them either of this pur gatoꝛie, 02 of the 
ſoules in it, oꝛ home they ate to be releued by 
the doinges of lluinge men. Pea if ſcarche be 
made inthe Tomes of the councelles, it will 
be founde true (J thinke) that che firſt general 
councell which did ſet this purgatozy on foote 
bp concluding thereon, was that late councell 
begonne by Pope Eugenius at Ferrara, con- 
tinued and ended at Hlorence about the peate 
of our Lo 1439. So poung a thing among 
aunctent councells is this pzoper ſpꝛingalde 
their popiſh purgatozp:befoze then it was not 
concluded in any auncient holte councell : ſo 
that pct the head of it neede not to be gray fo2 
age. It is no matuell then chat the papiſtes 
haue now againe in Trent concluded thereon. 
Foz it ſerueth ſo well foz their kitchins that 
they had ratherJooſe heauen it ſelfe, then this 
pꝛoper purgatozp. And now our papiſts may 
ſap that it is a thinge decreed in councells, ſi· 
thence a ſeconde councell, nowe againe hathe 
concluded it:but pet ſuch councells as are net- 
ther aunctent, noꝛ holie, Thus pleaſeth it the 
papiſts now to burniſh and refreſh the old fo- 
geries of olde infidelles, and to ſette the ſame 
foozth as an _—_ of their catholike _ 

he 
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The opinions of Pagans touchinge purgato- 
ry, ſome auncient wzyters ſithence the aſten · 
ſion of Jeſus Chzift and the time of the Apo- 
les haue repeated, as Euſebius doth : ſome 
have giuen their addition to them, as Origen 
and ſome other, and pet that purgato2y was 
not like vnto this of papiſtes. Fo? papiſts do 
allowe that che ſoules fried in the fier of their 
ato2p,map be releued by the deedes and 
elpes ol liuing men. But this is not ſeene in 
the olde purgatozp of Origen, no in that of 
the Pagans ſo plainely as papiſtes now talke 
of it. Ahen purgatoꝛp had once thus put in a 
foote into the church, it went ſoʒ warde pet fo2 
a good ſpace of time, but weakelp and waue⸗ 
ringely. The opinion thereof was cited by 
ſome followinge wzpters after Origen. Foz 
Ambroſe whoſe maner is ( as ſome haue no- 
ted)to take many thinges out of Origen, doth 
make mention of this purgatozie. So doth 
Hierome and alſo Auguſtine , but very di- 
uerſly. Foz ſometime thep doe as it were, but 
diſpute and reaſon of the matter, as if it were 
a queſtion to be doubted of : Sometime it is 
affirmed : Sometime that whiche one affir- 
meth : an other denpeth . And here is a peece 
of the falſe dealing ofthe papiſts to be mar- 
ked, F92 their manner is to cyte the olde fas 
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thers and their ſentences, in which they make 
this mention of purgatozy as though they had 
wich one conſent wzpeten ſo of purgatozy as 
them ſelues doe at this dape holde. They will 
not make knowne tothe people in trueth net- 
ther from whence this Purgacozie did firſt 
come,no2 how it crept into) Church,noz how 
ſome of the olde fathers doubled about it. 
Some doubced ol it, ſome denied it, all this I 
ſape the Papiſtes nome doe conctale, fo: the 
knowledge therof would marre their market, 
and not ſerue well foz theix kitchin. Therfoze 
they doe ſtill dzawe cloſely the ſayings ol the 
olde waiters to pꝛope vppe this purgatoꝛp, as 
though there were no doubt in the matter, but 
that all the olde fathers did faithfully beleeue 
that to be true, which nowe they doe holde of 
purgatozy. And pet becauſe their own conſct- 
ences doe beare them witnes, that they want 
ſufficient warrant of the wozde of God e true 
autiquity tovphold their purgato2y,thep baue 
bene d2iuen to make other ſhiftes fo2 þ ſame, 
And therefoze where truth and antiquitie doe 
not ſerue their purpoſe, they haue buſied them 
ſelues to ſuſtetne purgatozy by other follpes, 
as by their fozgeries of ſatisfactions , and by 
that ſame their pzeattie p2ofitable deuiſe of 
p2aying foz the dead. To this they haue added 
fraunge 
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fraunge viſions , voytes, and ſightes of ſuch 
as were by their conceites reuealed in pur ga⸗ 
to2y and delivered out of it ſay they: )yea they 
baue added ſome ſuch ſtraunge ſightes as lt- 
uing men haue lerne in traunſes: and they do 
not ſtick alſo to father ſome of their owne new 
falſe fogeries foz purgatozp, vpon ſome wit. 
ters ol antiquitie which neuer taught any ſuch 
thinge . And thus foz their purgatozy , foz 
pꝛoole whereof they haue no direct wozde of 
God, they d2awe in fathers, yea and Angels, 
and ſpirites {they ſaye) but lyinge ſpirites (I 
ſape.) They bzinge in alſo deade men, yea 
and the ſculls of deade men to ſpeake to men 
liutnge on earthe foz pyrgatozy. And not con- 
tent with all this they doe fill pzoceede , and 
p better to ſetle this purgatozy in their church 
as an article of their faithe , they make them 
ſelues ſo bold turn with God him ſelfe, v they 
do dꝛaw his molt holy wozd with new racking 
and waſting þ ſame out of tune, to ſerue this 
their purpoſe: wherein verely they ſhew them 
ſelues to be coxrupt handlers of the wozde of 
God. Upon theſe pꝛoppes did their purgatoꝛy 
ſtande ſowely till che light # hrate of the glo⸗ 
rious Goſpell of God did bewzay it, and con» 
ſume it to aſhes . Then did this — — fall 
- befozethe Arke of the God of Alt , bleſſed 
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be his name foz it. And nowe chat they lee 
their purgatozp doth beginne to detaye, they 
doe roare and crye fo greefe, and doe ſtyll 
ſeeke to maintapne it by newe additions, 03 
reparations, ſo loch they are ts haue it ſo de- 
cap, that it houlde ſerut their turne no moze, 
Some tyme they tell vs of the kinde of thoſe 
ſinnes which are to be purged in purgatozy : 
ſome time they tell vs of the greatnes of the 
paines which ſoules ſuffer there: (ome time of 
the releefe which ſoules doe feele there : ſome 
time they tell vs of the place where purgato- 
ry is. But theſe theix tales be not all one, noz 
they them ſelues in telling cheſe tales doe a» 
gree in one. Foz towching the place where 
this purgatozy is: Some of them haue found 
this purgatozp (as they ſape) in Jrelande, 
and this they call the Purgatory of Parricke, 
vnto which alſo they ſap that once they had a 
kepe . I knowe not whether they haue loſte 
it. And in this purgatozy one luſtie Cham- 
pion Noble Nicolas (as they ſape) trauel · 
led and did ſee the ſtraunge paynes and ſights 
which were in it. One other purgatozp their 
holy Sainct Odilo did finde to them in the t- 
land of Sicily in þ fierp hil ætna. And of this in- 
uention by the good aduiſe of their pope lohn 
did ſp2ing vp þ ſolemne feaſt of al _ 
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buſp pains þ they do take about þ ſame,whicy 
pet the church of Chʒiſt both could & did well 
ſpare aboue the ſpace of one thowſand peares 
after Chziltes aſcenſion, although the popiſhe 
ſinagogue can not now ſpare it foz pinchinge 
their beilies not one pere. Theſe men not con- 
tent with theſe purgatozies, and fearinge the 
rune of it without it be continually repapzed, 
baue gotten of lace the fauo able help coward 
this wozke, of a new Archbiſhop of theirs na- 
med Aolaus Magnus : This man hath founde 
athird purgacozy in the land of Thyle which 
we call Jſelande, foz there(ſapth be art hills 
which haue ſnow on their toppes and burning 
kyer at their foote. and he telleth vs that there 
is þ place to purge ſoules. Thus groweth the 
popilhe purgatozy in errour and ignozaunce, 
and getteth grounde ſill moze # moze among 
ignozaunt men. This popilh palace ofpurga- 
toꝛy ſhould be very large truely, if it did reach 
ſo farre as is 1{cland from Sicily, What fper 
there is I knowe not, but ſurely there is good 
Coare of ſea water betwene theſe fozenamed 
Jlandes Irelande, Sicily, and Iſelande, ytt all 
che water which 2 
that purgatozie which the Pope and his kit · 
chin clarkes haue blowen and ſette on fper to 
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and growing of this purgatozy haue J ſhozt- 
ly mytten, that the reader may knowe out of 
what fo ge this purgatoy is flowen of which 
M. Fowler maketh ſo often mention in his 
Plalcer, @ doth ſo bitterly pꝛay foz the ſoules 
which are in it. But as I lapd befoze,ifthere 
be no purgatoꝝp at all, the are there no ſoules 
in it noʒ any thinge elſe : and will M. Fowler 
teache his ſchollers to pꝛape to God foz no- 
thinge / This purgatoꝛy bach no grounde of 
the woꝛde of God: We haue neither cõmaun · 
dement to pꝛap, noꝝ pʒomiſt to be heard, if we 
do p2ap for ſoules in purgatoꝛp, therefoze we 
tan neicher doe the one, no? beleue the other, 
He then that will pzape with M. Fowler fog 
ſoules in purgato2y, p2apeth without faith, 
which is a faithleſſe labo2,at the leaſt, though 
I ſap no moꝛe. But he that wil conſider right · 
lx a faulte it is, foz a man to pꝛeſent him 
ſelfe befoze ) Maieſty of God, to make pꝛaiet 

to him fo; a fozgerp# falſe thing, 
it wil make him ( J crow) afeard to make ſuch 
ftraurge M. Fowler be very 
buſie with them. But nowe will J leaue this 
purgats2y, J will in this treatiſe touche it no 
mae, ſuppoſing that this which J haue layd, 
— — of h00pe 
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will daunce after his pype to pꝛay: That he 
may execute the workes of verine, whereby he 
may come to enerlaſting toy and felicmie. To ex · 
erciſe vercue to the pleaſing of God, is a good 
thinge , and our dewtie, But if Maiſter Fow- 
ler doch meane to teach his Reader to do this, 
with this minde, to hope thereby to come to, þ 
is to gaine, and to obtapne eucrlaſting iope 
and felicicte, this is, but to labour vatnely and 
p20wdlp, to get that by our doing, which is 
freely giuen to the elect by the mercie of God 
in Jeſus Ch ziſt. Foz life everlaſting is the 


gifte of God by Jeſus Chzift, as chApoſtle N. 


teacheth. Jeſus Chzift is the encly waye , 
that true way by which that happy theefe of 
whome we reade Luke 2 2. went into Para- 
diſe. Jeſus is he only and alone, by + thozough 
whome euerlaſting life is giuen to the belee- 
uers, The chꝛiſtian reader may wel perceaue 
therefoze wherein this pecicion fapleth. Then 
followeth a petition in which he teacheth his 
reader to p2ap thus: Gran me firme purpoſe 
merciful Ieſu to amend my life  torecompenſe 
for thoſe yeares which I hawe mp ent to the di- 
Spleaſwre of thee in emill thoughtes Aeletations, 
Sc. Alſo in breaking thy comanndement 5 whey - 
[Thane deſermed ion & thime enmutie, 
pꝛap — 
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But in that which followeth, M. Fowler doth 
fowlp abuſe the holy name of Jeſus. Foz to 
p2ap to Jeſus to haue a firme purpoſe tomake 
recompenſe fo2 thoſe ſinnes wherebp we haue 
deſerued damnation, is to pꝛay foz purpoſe to 
deny and fozſake the ſaluation which we haue 
in Jeſus, Fo Jeſus is he which doth ſaue his 
people from their ſinnes , And therefoze he is 
called Jeſus. M. Fowler hath giuen vs (as he 
ſapth) APlalcer of leſus, he ſemeth to make 
great accompt of þ often repeating of þ name 
Jeſus. But now he doth ſhew him ſelle not only 
not to know what Jeſus doth meane,but co be 
willing to dꝛaw his reader to deny that Jeſus 
is Jeſus in deede, which is to deny the Loꝛde 
that bought him. We haue learned that in that 
re demptiõ which Jeſus hath w2ought ſoꝛ his

making of recompꝭ te, to pꝛay as Fowler tea:

0. Daui humbly to the Loꝛde 
in dis Þſalter chat he will — 
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Surely neither is this pꝛayer of Fowlers like 
to that of the godly, noz him ſelf godly in this 
——— 
giuenes of ſins, Fowler is vngodly who 
pꝛayeth not foz fozgiueneſſe, but fo a firme 
purpoſe to make a tecompenſe foꝛ his ſinnes. 
The holy childzen of God are all moſt holily 
taught by Jeſus our very Jeſus and Sauoz 
to pʒay, Forgiue vs our treſpaſſes. This is an 
other manner of thing then to pꝛay foz a firme 
purpoſe to make our ſelues recopenſe foz our 
ſinnes . Simple is he that will foꝛſake that 
fozme of pꝛayer which Jeſus Chyifſte hath 
taught, and holy Dauid vſed in his Pſalter , 
David ¶ I (ap) who was that ſweece Pſalme 
ſinger of Jſraell 2. Sam. 23.4 will followthis 
faichles fiddle of Fowler. Simple is he that 
will fozſake that recompenſe which Jeſus 
Chzift hath once made fo2 him & cruſt to a re» 
compenle of his own making. This were fow- 
Iy to fal from Chzilt co runne headlong into 
the dungeon of deſpaire, Al che Angels a hea- 
uenl y ſpirites in heauen, all the men in earth 
cannot make ſuch a recompenſe.Onely Jeſus 
Chzilt, Jeſus(T ſap )alone was able to make, 
and did make the full recompenſe foz ſinne, + 
did it fully foz the faithfull, i therfoze he hath

Halbe ſaued, as Apoſtle ſapth He b.. which 
truely he could not — gapned vnles the re-

I M. Fowler miſtruſt 
the recompenſe which Jeſus hath made, and 
doth deſire to make his owne recompenſe fo2 
bis owne ſinnes: thendoth he not beleue that 
Jeſus hath made either any recompenſe at al, 
oz not a full recompfle for his ſi>nes. which is 
a point of plaine infivelitte . Such as floweth 
in the Romiſh Catholike Church. This peece 
of popſon lyeth in this Pſalter of M. Fowlers, 
even this r of Teſus in M.Fowler his 


Plakerof lebe. An other petition followceh 
contaf: 
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containing theſe woꝛdes. Grawnt me the ſeven

oure Car u in rec of the 
Sacrament demout iy to diſpoſe me. M.Fowler 
delighteth him ſelfe greately in ſett numbers, 
and pet he is no good Arichmetrician, When 
he ſpeaketh ofthe ſeuen gifts of the holy ghoſt 
he ſhould haue tolde his Reader what they be, 
and where he learned that there be but ſeuen. 
Surely we knowe that chere are many moe 
giſtes then ſeauen which the holy Ghoſ doth 
giue to the elect childꝛen of God, I ſap many 
moe. Likewiſe J ſaye of che Beatitudes of 
which he ſpeaketh as though there were no 
moze but eight. It map be that I am ſo igno- 
rant that J doe not know to what places ofthe 
holy ſcriptures M. Fowler had his eye in theſe 
his ſet numbers. Therefoze let him name the 
places him ſelfe,+ pꝛoue to vs if he can, eithet 
that they do containe theſe pꝛeciſe numbers of 
ſeauen 02 eight, and no moze, 02 that there be 
no ni02e giſtes of the holy Ghoſt but ſeauen, 
noꝛ mote beatitudes but tight. Tn the meane 
tyme the Chziſtian Reader , which loueth 
with godly reverence to ſearche the Scrip - 
tures, in ſearchinge ſhall finde that there be 
manp mo2e giftes of the holy Ghoſt then ſea» 
nen, q many moze beatitudes then eight. Let 
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not him therfoze be thus abzidged of his blel - 
ſednes by Maiſter Fowler, if he doe loue ſan- 
ctification and bleſſednes. M.Fowler ſeemerh 
alſo to haue ſome ſmattering of Philoſophy in 
telling vs of foure cardinal vertues. But ſome 
of his Pailters in teaching vertues haue ſpo- 
ken of the thee diuine oz Theologicall ver- 
tues, ę this he might haue learned in his pops 
Premer lately pꝛinted, and haue named them 
ch, hope and charitie, Aherein they doe 
ſpeake moze like Diuines then M. Fowler 
doth either like a Diuine 02 good Phtloſos 
+ Amonge the Philoſophers them ſelues 
might haue found moze vertues then foure. 
Oe might alſo haue done ſomewhat fo; the 
belpe of his ſimple Reader fog whoſe plea- 
ſure he hath made this Pſalter , if he had told 
him what thoſe vertues were, and why they 
be called Cardinall vertues. Fo; a ſimple 
man map thinke that they are ſo called of the 
Romiſh Cardinals, a ſect of men moſt vopd of 
vertues, as by their particular doings may be 
eaſily founde out. And to — the b ver- 
tues needefull to a Chziſtian, there are many 
moꝛe then foure which a ch2iftian is to learne 
in the bleſſed booke of God, che holy Scri- 
pture I meane , So M. Fowler tn this peece 
of his Plalter ſtriketh _—

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fidfer, not cleane, nat full, but ſtriketh very 
ſhozce,and doth but fumble + dallp with them, 

he would haue dafice aftcr his pipe. Jn 

fourth petitiũ he teacheth them which are 
minded to play on his Plalter, to ſap, Graun 
me the ſprite of penawnce, contritiom, confeſſion 
& ſatisfattion, to obt ame thy grace. & from fil- 
thy ſame to purge me. Trewe penaunce we doe 
know, and pꝛap that it map be truly pꝛactiſed: 
we do alſo know thoſe tearmes which M. Fo 
ler doth vſe : They are the ſame, by which the 
popiſhe ſchoolemen doe ſet fooꝛth their thꝛee 
partes of their Sacrament of penaunce. But 
this their deuiſe is already ſo euidẽtly vndone, 
and the filthe and fo2gerp thereof, ſo vnfolded 
by the learned w2pters of our age, that I will 
no further meddle therewith, then to rcferre 
the reader to the readinge of the fourth chap- 
ter of thethirde booke of the Inſticutions of 
M. Caluin,which if he will diligently read o-. 
uer, be ſhall perceaue that in this popiſh par- 
tition is no perfect penance, ; that this peece 
of wozke as M. Fowler doth penne it, is vn- 
meete to haue place in the p2aper of acrewe 
Ch; iftian, howe meete ſoever it be, to be pla- 
ted in this Pſalter of M. Fowler, And where 
be addeth chat by this parted Penaunce , be 
might obtaine Gods grace, he knoweth not 
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verily what grace meaneth. Foz as the Apo» 
Ce teachech : Tf grace be of wozkes, it is no 
moe grace:he fallech from grace that doth 
his wozkes thzuſt on him ſelfe, to gaine, de 
ſerue merite and gette grace. In the fifte pe · 
tition he teacheth vs to pray thus: The catho- 
hike obſermwances of the church make me to hype 
erzcly. QAhat he meanech by theſe catholike 
obſeruaunces, I dare not take on me to iudge, 
I knowe them not. But if he doe by them 
meane choſe fiue commaundementes of the 
church,which his frend & compant3 M.Vaws 
hath ſer fooꝛth in his Catechiſme, in which he 
doth but woulde fatne imitate the 
leſuites in their Catechiſme. Pf theſe be the 
tatholike abſeruances of the church of which 
M. Fowler ſpeaketh, 02 if he doe meane thoſe 
pꝛeceptes of the church which his Pope Pius 
hathe packed together in his newe Pꝛimer, J 
aunſ were thus. Firſt, we do deny that they be 
catholike : Chen that they be any obſeruaun- 
ces of the true church of Chziſt, As ſoꝝ that 
tomich church which both hath and doth cake 
vppon her to deliver ſuch commaundementes 
as God did neuer giue to his church, we doe 
abhoꝛte that pꝛonde harlot, and all ber com- 
maundementes, neither hath a Chziftian any 
warraunt of Gods wozve to aſſure his conſct- 
ence 
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ence either to make this petition , whiche is 
here ſette downe by M. Fowler , nog pꝛomiſt 
tobe hearde, if he make it, and therefoze it is 
ta de lefte co the deuiſers of it. And ſurely this 
lus pecition, doth not agree with the firſt pece 
of che next petition followinge,that is i Make - 
my ſonle obedrent to holy dotirine . Oe whole 
foule is made obedient to holy doctrine , doch 
deteſt all ſuche vnholie doc:rines, and obler- 
uaunces as men doe deltuer out of their owng 
deuiſes, ſuche as are the commaundementes 
and obſeruaunces of the catholike churche of 
Rome, and he pzayech God co keepe him 
them, he can not pzapc to keepe 02 obey 

chem, In the ſeauenth petition, he hathe put 
in this foz a pꝛayet : IT bleſſed mother be ne- 
| for me, and purchaſe me a conrite 
hearte { for that I hane offended ther. Pou 
haue heard befoze howe Maittcr Fowler hath 
called che Lozd Jeſus, the Mediatoz of ſalua · 
tion, as thaugh this were all that is in the 
Lozd Jeſus i And pou haue heard how J haue 
pꝛoued that gur L ozde Teſus is the Bediatoz 
of our; z and is alſo our Mediatoꝛ of 
interceſſion. Now Majfier Fowler as though 
Jeſus the onely Mediatour did not content 
bim, findech vs out a newe Pediatour the 
Uirgine Marie, whome he will haue to be a 
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mediatrice fo2 him, and a purchaſer fo2 him, 
But we chziſtians do knowe,no other Media · 
toz no2 purchaſer fo) vs, but one, cuen that ont 
only Lon Jeſus the ſonnt of the virgin Ma- 
ry , fax he is the Pediato betwene Gov and 
man, euen that man Chꝛiſt Jeſus. Jeſus is cg 
the Apoftle calleth him, He. 1 2. the Mediatoy 
of the New Teſtament. The Goſpell a wo 
ol the New Teſtament doth teach vs co know 
Jeſus to be the Pediatoz of al them, which do 
appertaint to the New Teſtament, ę ate re · 
ceaued into that couenaunt of life. It doth nat 
alſigne vs anp other Pediatoz, not the virgin 
Mary, not any Saincc, noz Angell, We dare 
not cake this office from the ſonne, and gine 
it to che mothet: we will not ſoꝛſake che ſonne 

who ts our certaine, ſure,and only Pediatoꝛ, 
and go to the mother, who hath no lach office 
commitred vnto her. Ile learne alfo chat a 
tontrite harte is wꝛoughte in the ele cte by the 
ſpirite and woꝛd of God, Te dos not knowe 
howe the virgine Mary can piitchaſe this foz 
vs. Againe, in that — placeth theſe 
woꝛdes: «All? * for me, that [ 
be not ſeparate from ther bl:ſſed fel- 
lowſvippe m the heawenly — Thoughe it be 
graunted to M. Fowler that the Satnctes in 
heaven doe p}ap fo vs, pet hathe he giuen bs

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no warrant ofthe woꝛde of God, to aſſure our 
cũõſtiences, either to make our p2apers to the, 


. oz to Ma the Lozd Zeſus to ſpeake to them, 


oz to appoint them to p2ay fo2 vs. The Lozde 
Jeſus payed fo Peter, that his faith might 
not fatle, if it had failed he had bien ſeparatev 
from the Lozde Chꝛiſt. Lette them thereſoze 
whiche feare this ſeparation, pay che Lozde 
Jelus to be even ſo good to them in this point 
as he was to Peter. Foz Chʒiſt pꝛayed not ſoꝝ 
the Apoſtles only, but foz all them which (hal 
beleue in him truly. I pzap not foz theſe alone 
(ſayth he) but fo all them alſo which Hall be- 
leue in me chzough their woꝛde, loh. 1 5. Me 


- knowchat the Loꝛde Jeſus him ſelſe maketh 


interceſſion foz vs, and wich that we doe con · 
tent our ſelues, # therefoze we leaue Safncts 
to M. Fowler. In the eight petition he putteth 
in this peece : ben I offende ther, ſume me 
not with ſodame death I beſeeche thee and in 
the fifteenth petition, he pꝛayeth likewiſe: 


from ſodaine death and wnſoreſeene Lorde pre- 
ſerve me. What meaneth M. Fowler to aſke 


this one thinge thus twiſe ? Woulde he haue 
the wozlde vnderſtande that he is afrayed of 


death, and afraped to dye ? He feareth death ©? ſe». 
ſaperh Cyprian, that is vnwillinge cogoero ©" 
Chai. 


Fowler maketh by his Þſalter a 
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ſhew as thongh he were well acquainted with 
the name of Jeſus, and is he (J ſap) afrapd co 
die ? Then he is not well acquainted with Je · 
ſus him ſelfe,how buſie (o cuer he be with his 
name. F 02 that feare is of want of faith in Je- 
ſus verelp. This feare hath bene ſeene in ſome 
tloiſterers, if all be true that they doe w2yte, 
which doe wzpte the lives of cloyſterers. Foz 
of cloyſterers we may ſee ſome which haut 
earneſtly deſired the puttinge ol, of death, and 
the pꝛolong ing of life. But pet other of them 
haue coꝛrected this feare in them ſelues by 
faith, as they myyte of Hylarion who feeling 
him ſelfe co be afraped of death, ſayed to him 
ſelfe : O ſoule thou haſt ſerued Chriſt theſe 
foureſcore yeares, and art thou now afrayed 
to got out, Exi quia miſericors eſt: that is: 
Go out for he is mercifull. This cozrection of 
feare by laich in Chzilt is much better then M. 
Fowlers fcareful pzaper.But this tearme - 
foreſcene death map giue vs occaſion to thinke 
that M. Fowler and ſuch as he is, do lead a ve- 
rp ſecure, and careleſſe lite , which doe never 
-fozeſee death. That manne chat ſo leadeth his 
lite, that be doth not in his life time foꝛeſet his 
death dꝛaw on him daplp, is maruelouſlp miſ- 
led. Blinde he is which can not fozeſce death 
which is daily ſcene, aud dull he is, whome ſo 
many 
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many warninges of — giuen can not pze« 
pare — The lite ofa chziſtian hath im it 
a concinuall pzemedtcation aud fozeſigbt of 
death, that death which is ſo fozeſeene right- 
ly, hall not (J trow)be ſuddaine when it com- 
mech. Neither ſhall any death be ſuddaine co 
bim, oz vnfozeſeene of him, that is both godly 
and dayly pzepared to dye. Therefoze let Mi. 
Fowler acquaint his heatte with chat deſire 
which che Apoltle had in his bzeaſt, when he 
deſired to be loaſed and co be w Chzilt. Ind let 
him teache his reader that leſſon,after that he 
bath well digeſted it him ſelfe, which the holy 
Apoſtle ceacheth 2. Cor. 3. That is, that the 
faithfull doe ſigh, deſiringe to be clothed with 
their houſe which is from heauen. They haue 
their deſire that moztalitie might be ſwallo⸗ 
wed vppe of life, and to remoue out ofthe bo- 
dy and co dwell with che Lozd. If M. Fowler 
will learne to acquainte him ſelſe well with 
the godly deſires ofthe faithfull, truely then 
be ſhall not neede to make this petition of his 
either ſingle 02 double, as nowe he doth. The 
firſt parte of the ninth petition is: —

It is ſufficient truely 
that our ſoules be made acceptable to Gos 
our father by the Lozve Jeſus, foz ſo be they 
ſufficiftly accepted to ſaluation, # they which 
are made ſo acceptable, can not but be wel- 
come to the compante of chat bleſſed virgine 
Mary, to þ Saincts which are in heauen with 
her, #to all the Angells alſo:whp Jeſus hold 
make our ſoules, which by his owne grace are 
accepted to ſaluation, acceptable to his mo- 
ther, I knowe not,vnleſſe M. Fowler thinketh 
that þ thing which Jeſus Chꝛiſt doth accept, 
his mother map, o wil miſlike. But I thinke 
not ſo euell of that bleſſed virgin Mary, what« 
ſoeuer M. Fowler doth. Fo2 J thinke that 
the doth rather adoze the grace of her ſonne 
Jeſus, by which he doth accept our ſoules to 
ſaluation, then either miſlike it, oꝛ topne with 
him in the office, and authozity of acceptinge, 
It followeth, intheſame petition: 7 hen with 
the aſſiſt ance of thy glorious Angell Saint?

Heb. 2. And S. Iohn ſapth, r .1oh. 3. That foz 
this purpoſe the ſonne of God appeared that 
he might loaſe the wozkes of the deuill, he it 
is by whom enlp it is, that the God of power

full. Why doch M. Fowler flce from this 
grace, and power of the Lozd Teſus toS.Mi- 
chaell. We knowe not who hathe aſſigned S. 
Michaell the Archangell co this office co be a 
deliuerer of ſoules in daunger of death, from 
the daunger of the Ghoſtlie enemie. If Mai- 
ſter Fowler liſteth to make him ſelfe bolde co 
aſſigne offices to Aungelles in heanen, it is 
but a popiſhe pꝛyde. It followeth 1 = 
thee my good . Aungell | beſerche than to helpe 
me. And what doe you ſape Maiſter Fow- 
ler, topour badde Aungell ? will pou ſape no · 
thing co him ? pou dodzeame in popery that e- 
uery manne hath his two Angells, that is his 
good Angell,x his bad Angell,as al þ wozide 
knoweth. But in the wozde of trueth we dat 


learne by it we know that God hath appoin · 


ted his Aungelles to * ſptrites 
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ſent ſoꝛthe to miniſter fo2 their ſakes which 
ſhall be heires of ſaluation, but that each man 
bath his ſeuerall Angell appoynted to helpe 
him J doe not pet certeinly know, But J will 
leaue this queſtion to the time and place of 
moꝛe full knowledge.

tions Lord I beſeech thee to helpe me,for the tẽ- 
der laue that thow diddeſt ſhew to thy mother & 
che to thee. It is well that he pꝛayeth the Lozd 
Jeſus to helpe him in his temptations, but to 


* require him to doe it foz the loue that he did 


beare to his mother and ſhe to him, is a thinge 
farre featched. hy M. Fowler hath not the 
Lozd Jeſus bozne any loue to you pour ſelfe, 
that is woꝛth the remembꝛing· Ce knowchat 
the Lozde Jeſus did tenderly loue his mother 
and the him againe, but that loue which he 
doth beare to mankinde is no lefſe, and is alſo 


of his owne free goodnes. Ofloue he did giue 1.15. 


his life fo2 his ſheepe, ⁊ greater loue then this 
bathnoman, when any man beſtoweth his 
life fo his freindes . This is that great loue 
which Telus hath bozne to vs, the Chziſtiang 
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which doe beleue in him & harken co his voice, 
And the holy Ohoſt teacheth vs co learne, to 
vnderſtande and to taſte howe ſweete this loue 
is, wherewtth the Loꝛd God our heauenly fa» 
ther and our good Lozd Jeſus haue louedvs, 
fo that loug is our life. Ofchis loue the Loꝛd 
Jeſus doth teach vs ſaping loan. So GO 
loued che wozlde that be hach giuen his onely 
ſonne, that whoſocuer beleueth in him ſhoulde 
not periſh but haue life everlaſting. The ſame 
our louing Lozde Jeſus ſapth of this his loue 
towards vs loan. 3. As the father hatch loued 
me, ſo haue I loued pou. And in his pꝛayet lo- 
an. 17. be agketh thus. Chat the loue where» 
with thou haſt loued me, may be in them, and 
Jin them. Thus are we taught in the holy 
to underſtande the loue of the fa» 
ther and the loue of the ſonne towards vs. No» 
thing is there ſapd to teache vs to looke to the 
loue which his mother did beare to him. Yea 
he ſapth loan.10, I am the good ſhepheary, 
the good ſhephearde giueth his life fo2 his 
ſheepe. And againe, thereſoꝛe doth my father 
loue me, becauſe J lay downe my life. And 8. 
lohn teacheth vs. Beholde what loue the fa» 
ther hath ſhewty on vs, that we ſhould be cal- 
led the ſonnes of God, 1.10an.5. And againe 


he ſayth, In this appeared the loue of God to»

wards bs, becauſe he ſent his onely begotten 
ſonne into the wozld, that we might liue tho» 
rough him. Herein is loue, not that we loued 
God, but that he loued vs, and ſent his ſonne 
to be areconciliation ſo our ſinnes. 1. Ioan. 4. 
Thus doth the ſpirite of God lap fozch that 
loue befoze vs in which lyeth our life. Of this 
loue S. Paule hauing a right good caſte w2p- 
tech Gal. 2. I live (ſapth he) by the faith of 
the ſonne of God, who loued me and hath 
giuen him ſelfe for me. In this loue which 
Chꝛiſt Jeſus beareth to vs, is the very life of þ 
faithfull,and ther ſoze to it they muſt x they do 
looke. As we teade Apoca. 1.bnto him that lo» 
ued vs and waſhed vs from our ſinnes in his 
blood, # made vs kinges g pꝛieſtes vnto God 
his facher,vnto him be glozp q dominion fo; e- 
uermoze, Thus are we taught to taſte the loue 
wherewich Jeſus Chzift hath loued vs our 
ſelues,howſoeuer either he loued his mother 
02 the loued him. In the thirteenth petition 
be hath put inthis patche : Make me patiently 
ro ſuffer minries and rebuhes in recompenſt of 
my diſobedient hart to thee, Toſuffer injuries 
and rebukes foz Chziſtes ſake patiently, and 
ko well doinge is a bleſſrones. And can not 
this ſuffice Maiſter Fowler? but he muſt alſa 


make his patience a recompenſe to God foz 
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the diſobedience of his hart ? Df this his con» 
ceipte of recompencing God fo ſinne, I haue 
{poken befoze, and the leſſe hall J neede to 
ſpeake of it now, becauſe M. Fowler him ſelle 
alſo, euen in this ſame pecicion,belike miſoou- 
ting his owne recompencinge of God foz his 
Own ſinnes, doth flee to the recompence which 
the Loꝛde Jeſus hath made fo2 vs, and ſapeth: 


Let the obedience recompence for my obſtmacy, 


thine abſtmence for my ſuper fluity, thy meekenes 
and thy patience for my pride, irefull hart & en- 
my, thy charity for my malice, thy deuotion for 
my dutnes,thy loumge hart for my unkindnes,thy 
boly death for my wretched life & for all my mi- 
ſery. Theſe are the woꝛds of M. Fowler in this 
ſame thirteenth petition,in which he doth re- 
quire the Loꝛd Jeſus co make the recompence 
fo? all his ſinnes and milerp . And what is ic 
then wherefoze he woulde him ſelle make re: 
compence by his patience ? De ſayeth fo his 
diſobedient hart. But foz this he pꝛayeth the 
Loꝛd Jeſus to make recompence. De ſeemeth 
in theſe woꝛdes not to truſt to the value of re- 
compencing by his owne patience, but pꝛay⸗ 
eth that the pacience of the Loꝛd Jeſus may 
be a recompence foꝛ his owne pꝛide, irefull 
hart, and enmity. You ſee nowe once againe 
how contraty Mi. Fowler is to himſelſe in this 

petition 
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petition; # what a iarre this contrariety doch 
make in this his Plalter. In deede the recom- 
pence which he woulde him ſelle make by his 
patience fo2 the diſobedience of his own hart, 
ts farre out of tune, and ſoundeth vnſauerily in 
the viderſtandinge of any true chziſtian, But 
this recompence which he findeth that Jeſus 
bathe made fo2 his elect, is a ſweete ſauour of 
life to the ſoules of true ch2iſtians , + agreeth 
with che ſaying ofthe P2ophet 1ſai.5 3. He ſec 
82 made his life ſo a ſacrifice of ſinne , This 
recompence which Jeſus Chzift hathe made, 
that which M. Fowler would himſelf make, 
cannot be coupled together. Fo2 Jeſus alone 
and only made the iuſt and full recompence fox 


the ſinnes of all them whiche are co be ſaned, 


In the laſt, that is, in the fifteenth petttion M. 
Fowler addeth: 7 his mwocation aud Pſalter of 
thee by the mediation of thy moſt entirely belo- 
wed mother purchaſe to me gration life, bleſs = 
ſedending, free from debre,and deadly ſinne I be- 

ſeech thee, and after mybodily death euerlaſting 
life, with endleſſe bhiſſe and felicuy, M. Fowler 
mult firſt pꝛoue, vᷣthis is the Pſalter of Jeſus 
befoze he can thus call and commend it, 02 at⸗ 
tribute ſuch fozce vnto it, as he doth. And lette 
the reader marke how M. Fowler him ſelfe, as 
it were doubting of the value, — fozce 
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of this his Þſalter, ioyneth to it, as a pooze 
help to helpe it fo warde, the mediation ofthe 
bleſſed virgin Mary, Foz be woulde haue his 
Pſalcer to be of valure to purchaſe foz him, by 
the mediation of the bleſſed virgin Mary. Of 
her mediation we knowe nothinge as J haue 
ſaid befoze: we do truſt only to the mediatiũ of 


+ bermoſt gracious ſonne our good L 02de Je- 


ſus, who is the one,+ſo the only Pediatoz be- 
twene God and man, Fo we are taught by S. 
Paul, that there is one God and one Pediatoz 
betwene God e man, euen the man Chzift Je- 
ſus. But M Fowler like a floutlike apoticaty 
mingleth this his Þſalter # the mediation of 
the virgin Mary both together, to the ende be» 
like, that if the one failed þ other might ſerue 
the turne. And he pꝛayeth that this his medly 
may purchaſe firſt gracious life. This tearme 
gracious which he vleth, teacheth vs, what- 
ſoeuer he meaneth by gracious life, that it is 
the woꝛke of Gods free grace, and therefoze 
commeth not by purchaſe either of this Þſal- 
ter,o2 of the mediation of the virgin Mary. De 
addeth that by this mingle he would purchaſe 
bleſſed endinge free from debte , and deadelp 
ſinne. Touchinge the payment of his debtes, 
it map be that M. Fowler thinketh co pꝛouide 


ſome pooxe helpe,by pꝛinting ofthis a” 8 
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and that the good vent thereof may be a great 
helpe co him, if he be indebte; But it is harde 
dealing to get the money of true men foz falſe 
ware. It is mo2e hard to lay ſuch ſnares of de- 
ceicto intrappe the ſimple ſoules of Chziſti- 
ans, as M. Fowler doth , fo: getting of money 
to pape his debtes , CAhatſoeuer M. Fowler 
dꝛeameth ol payment oſ his debtes, we knowe 
the payment and ſatisfaction foz al our ſinnes 
is the pzice which Jeſus Chꝛiſt paped in his 
mol pꝛetious bitter and bloody death ſuffred 
on þ croſſe ſoʒ vs. That onely maketh vs free, 
other freedom purchaſed either by this Pſal- 
ter,02 by the mediation of the Uirgin Mary, 
02 any other way which . Fowler and his fel 
lowes can deuiſe, we know none, we wil none, 
Qe doe by Gods grace knowe that freedome 
into which we are called by Jeſus Chzit,who 
as he onely coulde, ſohe hath moſt gratiouſly 
made vs free. In that fredom by his grace we 
doe and ſhall ſtand. By this mingle M. Fowler 
would purchaſe alſo life euerlaſting. He thin⸗ 
keth but ſimplp and baſely of life everlaſting, 
which doth thinke that it may be purchaſed by 
ſuch a filthy fiddle as is this Pſalter , 02 by 
ſuch a mingle mangle as Fowler maketh. But 
we haue learned and doe beleue that life euer 
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thoꝛough Jeſus Chzift our Loꝛde. It is his 
gifte , it is not by this Pſalter , no; by theme» 
diation of the Uirgin Mary to be purchaſed, 
De doe giue vato God the glozie and pꝛayſe 
due, of, and fo2 the giſte of life cuerlaſtinge 
by Jeſus Chziſt. We will not ſecke it by 
any other meanes , no2 goe about to purchaſe 
that our ſelues, which is thus gratiouſly and 
freely giuen vnto vs. Thus endeth this Pſal- 
ter (ſapth Maiſter Fowler) and pet he addeth 
an admonition , a popnt of holſom doctrine be 
pe ſure, anda Narration of nothing verely 
in effect, pet be thep ſolemnly added to fur- 
niſhe vppe the trapne ol this his Plalter. But 
Maiſter Fowler wanteth one thinge vſuall in 
ſuch pꝛeatty popiſhe deuiſes. That is ſome 
Bull co be graunted by his moſt holy father 
Pope that nowe is, of pardon foz 
uch as ſhal deuoutly ſap this Þſalter. Popes 
were wont to be liberall to beawtifie ſuch con» 
ceiptes with pardons fo} thowſandes 
of peares. Maiſter Foyvler was much ouer- 
ſeene that he did not ſue to Rome fo? ſuche a 
pardon to haue annexed it to his Pſalter . 
Such a Bull woulde haue gotten eaſie ſale of 
bis Pſalter amonge the Romiſhe Calues, 
and ſo haue made well fo2 the payment of Ma- 
ſter Foyvlers debtes , And we map n 
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that Maiſter Fovyler might haue come in a 
very ſeaſonable tyme to his father Pope Gre- 
gory on this Fon it doth appeare 
that this Pope was ſo full of his popiſh grace 
about the tyme of the publiſhing of this Plal⸗ 
ter, that at an raſte entreatie of Maiſter 
Inglefeilde, and one Maiſter Allen he did li⸗ 
berally graunt pardon and pardon againe to 
ſuch as ſhall haue but one of the beade ſtones 
which he hath bleſſed . What would not this 
Pope then haue graunted vpon ſmall entrea · 
tie, to him that ſhould haue had, and ſayd this 
Pſaltet of Fowler? But if it were ſo that this 
Pſalcer was offred to the Pope to be bleſſed + 
dubbed with a pardon, he refuſed ſo to doe, 
pet be hath ſoplentifully beſtowed his bleſſing 
vpon a pooze beadſtone, ſurely it is pnough co 
marre M.Fowlers markett. Foz then euer 
man will chinke that Pope Gregory dtd not 
eſteeme ſo much of Maiſter Fowlers Pſalcer 
as he did of a ſimple beadeſtone . A thinge of 
ſmall pꝛice and value ſurelp , not vnlike to 
the value of che Popes bleſſing beſtowed on 
it, that is of novalure at all. But ifa bleſſed 
beadeſtone map bzinge by the popes Bull 
full remiſſion of all ſinnes, as his blaſphe⸗ 
mous Bull impozteth : Then lette Maiſter 


bene goe hange vppe bis paler vppon 
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ſome pynne on the wall, lag it can pꝛolitte no 
other man, no2 pet him ſelfe any wape that 
JT knowe , If Pope Gregory that nowe is 
woulde haue done ſo much fo2 this Pſalter of 
Maiſter Fowler as Pope Pius did fo his own 
pzimer, it might haue ſerued much better M. 
Fovvlers turne then nowe it can, Fo Pope 
Pius doth ſolemnly reuoke and put out of vſe 
all other pzimers, tu make place foz his owne 
imer nowe printed by Plantine at And- 
warpe, and alſo giveth pꝛeattie pardons to 
them which Gall vſe it. If Pope Gregory 
had bene ſo good a fellow to pꝛouide fo Fow- 
lers pſalter, that is, if he had adnihilated and 
put out of vſe all other plalters, and then dub⸗ 
bed thts pſalter of Fowlers th a pardon, what 
had M. Fowler I pzap pou then wanted? No; 
thing verelp but truth. It map be that Maiſter 
Fowler thought that the romiſh popes had al- 
ready dealt fozth their bleſſed graces in their 
pardons ſo plentifully foz many thowſandes 
of peares pet to come , that nowe they had no 
moze ſtoare of ſuche graces lefte them to be; 
tow by pardons . Do might it alſo haue bene 
thought that the Romiſhe ſeduced ſect had al- 
ready gotten ſuch ſtoare of pardoned peares 
fo ages to come, and by pardons ſuch full re- 
miſlis of all their ſinnes, h they neded not now 
to 
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to care fo any moze newpard3s.But inerro2 
there is no ſtap. I wil leaue therfoze M. Fow- 
ler, to ſue at Rome, ił he be ſo fooliſh, fo2 a par- 
don to furniſh this his fiddlewhich he callech 
a Pſalter.But J do wiſh rather to M. Fowler 
with all my hart that true ch1iſtian vnderſtan⸗ 
ding, which may ſhew him his erroꝛ, x grace 
to fozlake ic, # to embzace the trueth of Chzilt 
Jeſus our Sauiour, as it is taught and ſette 
fozth in the wozd of truth, the moſt holy wozd 
of God, J meane. Here J woulde ende as he 
endeth his Þſalcer,ſauing that I thinke good 
in concludinge to anſwere an obie ction which 
map be made to me. It map be ſayed, that A 
haue not couched all his whole Pſalter , but 
haue left much not ſpoken of, which is contai- 
ned in it. It is true, I haue only touched ſome 
ſuch ſtringes as doe make a fowle iarre from 
the ſoundnes of our ch2iſtian faith e of the ho» 
ly Scriptures. And pet I haue not couched all 
but left ſome vntouched, ſuppoſinge that this 
which J haue myttt may giue the godly tea · 
der ſufficient warning of all the reft. This li⸗ 
tle leauen which Z haue touched, ſowzeth his 
whole pſalter, and maketh ic vnſauery co him 
that caſteth how ſweete þ Lozd is in his truth 
and merty. But he will ſap that Fowler pꝛin · 
tech alſo ſome good ** 1 2 Pſalter. 
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What thereof? The deuit him ſelfe ſometime 
ſpeaketh truth, but he is to be put to ſilence. 
Foz his purpole is by uttering ſome truth to 
get credit to be beleued in his falſhoode. We 
are fozewarned by an old wziter, that falſhoov 
doth imitate truth alwayes , and that vnles it 
haue ſome likelihoode of trueth it can not de⸗ 
ceaue. So it may be that M. Fowler [peaketh 
of purpoſe in ſome poiutes of his plalter a 
truth, but vnder that we mult cake heede that 
be creepe not into ſuch creditce wich vs, that 
therefoze we ſhoulde receaue as truth all that 
he pzinteth , loz then pou ſee what ſtincking 
filth we ſhall receaue . Jt is a manner of fop- 
ſters to lette fozth their lalſhoodes with ſome 
ſhew of truth, elſe ould they lap them ſelues 
to open, and marre their owne market. It is 
the duetie ol all them which will pꝛaye well, 
and acceptably vnto God, tu make thoſe pꝛay· 
ers which are ſound and wholy agreeing with 
Gods moſte holy will witneſſed in his boly 
wozd. Let men take heede of offering ſtraung 
fier to God, I meane that they doe not make 
p2apers to God, foz if they do, they 
ſhall feele the paines thereof and ſuffer bittet 
reiection , Letvslearne to pzay to God him 
ſelfe,ſithence he doth vouchſafe to become aut 
mmer. 
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to pꝛap in his ſight acteptably, ⁊ to our ſelues 
molt pꝛoſitably. I we do deſpiſe ſuch a ſchole- 
maiſter, i we will refuſe his teaching, and wil 
be teachers to our ſelues, and thʒuſt vpon him 
our owne deuiſes, we doe ſhew our ſelues to 
be ftubbozne and pꝛoud rebells, he will not ac- 
cept vs, but retect vs, the loſſe and paine hall 
be ours. It had bene the part of M. Fovyler to 
haue learned of Jeſus our Lozd and maſt gra- 
tious Sauiour how to pꝛap, and then woulde 
be not haue pꝛeſumed thus to packe vp this 
_ Pſalter, and to ſet it on bent vnder the 

ed name of leſus. This is a boldnes intol- 


lerable, Jreade that there were ſome plalmes 7s. 2. 6. 
oz himnes deuiſed by men which were fo;bid- 42 


den to be vſed of Chziſtians in the congregati- 

on, and that by the conſent of ſome Elders ga- 
thered together in councell. Mention is made 
alſo in Euſebius how ſome hereticks had their 
new plalmes of their owne. Such a pſalter is 
this,and ſuche pſalmes here hath M. Fovvler 
made, if not wozſe then they were, as wozthp 
to be fozbidden as they, and to be auoyded of 
al true Chꝛiſtians, who are as I ſaid to ltarne 
ol the Lom him ſelfhow to offer this ſacrifice 
ol pꝛayer ta him: and it is our duetie both to 
thanke him that it hath pleaſed him to become 


our teacher , and alſo to ſuffer our ſelues to be 
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taught of him, yea and to harken to that which 
is ſapd, and by the ſpirit of God taught vs.

MX « adinonition. It may(l truſt)be 

Das lawefull for me, nowe in the 
| ende of this booke to adde a 
few words in way ofa neceſſary admonition. 
VVhen the Pope gheweth himſelfe liberal in 
uinge of Pardons to them which will pray 
o as he appointeththem, & when papiſts are 
buſie to make vs Pſalters and ſuch prety in- 
ſtrumentes whereon to pray, a man — 
t e 


* 
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thinke that both he & they were become ve- 
ry deuoute. But euen theſe very ſame men, 
when this word prayer is moſt buſie in their 
mouthes, haue in their hartes & hands fowle 
& bloody ptactiſes, to cut the throates of thẽ 
whom they doe allure to pray with them. In 
which they do not ſo cloſely work, but God 
of his goodnes, doth diſcouet thẽ, bleſſed be 
his name for it. He doth beyvray vnto vs that 
blood thriſt vvhich lieth in their hartes. For, 
they do in dede ſecretly labor & practiſe the 
Sheding of our blood & the murthering of vs 
all, whileſt they doe allure vs to pray. as t 
preſcribe vs. And therfore iuſt cauſe we haue 
novve to complaine on theſe enemies as Da- 
uid doth vppon his: alf. The wordes of his 
mouth were ſofter then butter, yet warre was in 
bis hart : Hu words were more gentle then oyle, 
et they were ſwords.V'Ve maylikevviſe com- 
plaine as he doth, P/al. 20. Aly ſowle hath to 
longe dwelt with hum that hateth peace. I ſeeks 
peace, & when I ſpeake thereof, they are bent to 
warre.In theſe practiſes of the ſeede of Cain, 
that is oftheſe romish catholikes (for ſor 
vvil be called) vve do ſe that fulfilled vvhic 
vvas foretold vs by ourSautor Chriſt, Joh. 16. 
That whoſoener killeth yow , will thinks that he 
doth God ſeruice. Thus ate the childtẽ of God 
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forevvarned that they shall finde enemies ſo 
deuout & cruell, that they shall thinke them 
ſelues to do good and acceptable ſactifice to 
God in laying & killing of them. This is an 
opinion vvbich is putte into their mindes by 
the deuill that old murtherer & liar: & in this 
murthering, the murtherers do this their ſer- 
uice to the deuil him ſelfe. Ihe old perſequu- 
tinge Pagans thus ſerued their Gods, that is, 
the deuill him ſelfe in bloody ſlayinges and 
murtheringes of Chriſtians, In deede it is the 
delight of the deuil to ſmell the ſauot of ſuch 
Gallon, And therfore euen among the Pa- 
and Idolaters,the deuill chat olde mur- 
hadde ſovved this deluſion, that they 

vvete induced tothinke it to be a moſt ac- * 
ceptable ſeruice to their Idolls, to offer ynto 
them men, vvomen, & children in ſlaine ſa- 
— _ beaſts, =_ ſome of thẽ did doate 
ein ſo egtegioully, that they [pared not 
their — — hare bas made 
ynnaturall ſlaughtets of their naturall chil- 
dren to the deuil him ſelſe in their Idols. And 
this vvas amonge them a thinge ſo common 
| and horrible,that euen of this their cruell in- 
et Ales, humanity did ſome olde doors and vvry- 
ters of Chriſtes church gather argumentes to 
proue thoſe Idols falſe deuils and their vvor- 
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shippe — to dtavv thoſe Idolaters 
from their barbarous infidelitie to the faith 
of Chriſt. The ſame pagans alſo vvere taught 
by the deuill their ſchoolemaiſter to thinke 
ſometime that it vvas meete for them to pa- 
ciſie their gods, and to procure them ale 
felicity by makinge of hauocke and cruell 
ſlaughtets of the godly olde Chriſtians, The 
ſame murtherer the deuill vvhich vvrought 
theſe miſchiefes then, doth vſe ſtill his olde 
ptanckes, and doth ſturte vp papiſtes novv to 
practiſe the like inhumaine & cruel! ſlaugh- 
ters yponthe poore flock & shecpe of Chriſt, 
as he did by Pagans then. They thinke it an 
acceptable ſeruice & ſacrifice to theit God. 
But it is only a pleaſing ſetuice to the deuill 
of hel, and — Jevill it is vVhom papiſtes do 
ſerue herein. They thinke by theſe meanes to 
extinguish the faith. the religion, & true pro- 
ſeſſion of Chtiſt, that their popish Idols may 
keepetheplace of God, and be counted and 
vvotshipped as God only and alone =_ 
earth, vvhetein they ſerue the deuill himſelfe 
to the vttermoſt of their poyver , Many are 
the vanaturall ſlaughters vvhich not onelie 
before vs, but euen in our age papiſtes haue 
made in Fraunce, at Merindoll, Paris, and 
through that vyhole tealme, in Flaunders al- 
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ſo and Spayne, England and elſe vvhere as 
the hiſtories of our age doe beate teſtimony. 
But if that God vyhom Papiſts vvorship be 
ſuch a cruel belly 2 is beſt pleaſed 
vvhen men are ſlayne for his pleaſure, vve 
may ſafely ſay then that, that vvhich the Pa- 
piſts doe vvorshippe vvith ſuch ſeruice,1s the 
very deuill of hell. Forthe Lord God the ma- 
ker of heauen and earth, God the father of 
our Lord leſus Chriſt , the onely true lwing 
God,accepteth no ſuch ſeruice, no ſuchlacri- 
fice, — vvill in his appoynted time call 
theſe butchets and men quellers to as feate- 
full an accompte for theſe their cruell doings 
as once he called Cain for the {laughter of 
his brother Abell. Vea let them proceede, 
| they shall but fill yppe the meaſure of their 
1 ſinnes, that vpon them (as Chriſt ſayth) may 
Math.23- come all the righteous blood that vas shed 
| vpon the earth, fromthe blood of Abell the 
righteous, vntothe blood of Zacharias the 
ſonne of Barachias, &c. But you vvill ſay 
theſe men be deuoute in theit prayers, They 
doe pray: ſa did Cain: ſo did Doeg, make a 
ſemblance of praying and ſacrificing , but 
this vvas but the counterfetting of theſe caſt- 
avvayes. And the Papiſts do think that yvhi- 
leſt they do thus noutish this vnſatiable ma- 
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lice and deuiſe of theſe bloody maſſacres in 
their heartes, yet that they doe pray ſo vvell 
thẽ ſelues, that they may allure others to pray 
vvith them. But in theſe their thoughtes they 
doerre, and are deceaued. For the Lord him 
ſelfe ſayeth by the Prophet. Iſai /. ¶ I hen you 
ſhall ret ch out your hands I will hide mme eyes 
from you, and though you make many prayers, I 
will not heare, for your bands are full of blood. 
The p_ therfore of theſe bloody papiſts 
are not hearde, thankes be to God forit. But 
let vs al vvhich do proſeſſe the religion of le- 
ſus Chriſt in truth, be admonished vvith care 
and diligence to practiſe tight prayer accep- 
table to God by leſus Chriſt our Sauior, and 
not forget that vvhileſt vve do pray, papiſtes 
haue ſtill their ſecrete ptactiſes to cut al our 
throates, and therefore let ys be preparedfor 


them.
